THE STORY OF DREYFUS. 


Step by Step the History of the Con- 
spiracy, Its Origin and Denou- 
ment Are Here Traced. 


The following remarkable story of Drey- 
fus was written for the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch by a d'stinguished French authority. 

Armed at every point with most intimate 
knowledge of details, gained from Official 
documents and from having followed the 
case from the beginning, the writer here 
reveals ‘‘the affaire Dreyfus’’ in one of the 
most vivid and comprehensive narrations 
ever penned. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 


PARIS, May 13.—Alfred Dreyfus was an \ 


Alsatian, who, with his brothers, adopted 
the French nationality at the age of 17. 
He was rich in love and friends and money, 
distinguished for his nationa) gifts, and 
for an ardent patriotism of the species 
sometimes known as jingo. Here is the 
character given him by Gen. Lebelin de 
Dionne, in 1892, when he left the Military 
School: 


‘Physique good. Health good. Short-sight- 
Character, facile. Education good. It. 
telligence, very open. General instruction 
very wide. Militury instruction, theery and 
= very good. Knows German weil, 
tides very well. Bears himself very well, 
Admitted to schoo! 67th out of 8&1 Left 
school 9th out of 81. Has obtained the 
brevet of the corps of general officers with 
honorable mention. Very good officer. Lively 
disposition. Grasps mat‘ers rapidly. Is @ 
good and habitual worker. Very service 
able to the Corps of General Officers."’ 


This ts the man who was found guilty 
of the most hideous crime which French- 
men shudder at; who has been torn from 
the embraces of his wife and children, to 
languish, for four long maddening years, 
in the lonely Ile du Diable. 

On May 4, 1894, a document was brought 
to the Secret Service officers tn Paris, by 
one of the Spies whose business is to watch 
the foreign embassies. It purported to be 
a letter from one foreign spy to another, 
and it contained this sentence: ‘This dog 
of a D— is realiy getting too greedy.”’ 
The opinion was immediateiy formed that 
some French officer, whose name began 
with D, was selling State secrets to for- 
eigners, and Investigations were set afoot 
to oatch the traitor in the act. 

It is an open secret that the miHtary 
attaches belonging to each European em- 
bassy devote thelr. powers to obtain all 
Kinds of information about the army of 
the country to which they are accredited. 
and, when a traitor offers his services, he 
is thanklessly, but necessarily, accepted. 
So the Frenc Secret Service, conscious 
that there was a treacherous leakage from 
the general staff of 1580 officers, set to 
work to bring the charge of treachery 
— to someone who had D for his initial 
etter, 


ESTERHAZY’S APPEARANCE, 

It never seems to have occurred to the 
authorities to seek the Judas among the 
ranks of civilians or needy adventurers, 
irrespective of their name. There was one 
of these called Marie Charles Ferdinand 
Walsin Esterhazy, born in 1848, a‘ Papal 
mercenary in 1870, and, in 1894, a Major of 
French infantry. He was both rake and 
gambler, full of strange oaths, and whisk. 
ered like the pard. In 1881 he forged a 


recommendation of himself tin the official 
record of officers’ conduct. Gen. Guerrier 
detected it, reported it to the Minister of 
War, who had the fraud erased.

He was found guilty. A yell of tri- 
umphant excration rose against him froin 
the country at large, enervated by foul 
luxury and filthy lucre, and suffering tho 
evils of long peace and luxury more cruel 


than war. 

On Jan. 5, 189, Capt. 
suffered degration on full parade. His 
military decorations were torn off, his 
uniform defaced, his sword broken and 
cast upon the ground. In this awful mo- 
ment he is alleged to have confessed his 
crime to Capt, Lebrun-Renard, who made 
a note of what he said in a pocketbook, 

The leaf on which this note is stated to 
have been written has disappeared. Only 
a copy, reconstituted from memory long 
after, exists now. On Feb. 9 the ¢ hamber 
vassed a especial law, by which ex-Capt. 
yreyfus was condemned to solitary, life- 
lo exile in the Island of the Devil, off the 
coket of French Gulana. 

And now the conspirators were satis- 
fied. Their enemy and rival was an exi e. 
Their plot againet his Hfe and liberty had 
been a compiete success. And they went 
on being honorable men—honora%le F rench- 
men—Bayards—Chevaliers Sans peur. et 
sans reproach—and luxury more crue] than 
war avenged a conquered worid. 

Co]. Schwartzhoppen, the German Military 
Attache, had a friend, a fidus Achates, one 
Maj. Panizzardi, the Itallan Miltary At- 
tache. Both these gentlemen knew Walsin- 
Esterhazy very well indeed. And when, in 
October. 1894, a rumor gat abroad in Paris 
that a French officer had been arersied on 
a charge of treason, Col. Schwarzhoppen 
sald to Maj.-Pan.zzardi: “Il am afraid that 
my man has let h.mself be caught!’’ 

But an hour later, having learned that the 
officer arrested bore the name of Dreyfus, 
a name Col. Schwarzhoppen had never even 
heard, he went back to Maj. Panizzardi, 
saying. happily, that it was only another 
traitor, and not his man, meaning Wa.sin- 
Esterhazy, with whom he continued his 
transact.ons. 

It must be underetood that Col. Schwarz- 
hoppen had no desire to be found out, be- 
cause he was acting designedly, without 
the knowledge of his own Ambassador. 

On July 1, 1895, Col. Picquart succeeded 
Col. Sandherr as head of the Intelligence

Thinks the Silver Issue Was Settled 
in the Last Campaign, but Knows 
That the Democrats Will 
Not Admit It.

Though the recent Congress of medical 
men, held at Berlin, Germany, has not ac-- 
complished much towards elucidating the 


| aetiology of consumption, it has conferred 


on humanity the great boon of emphasizin 
the beneficial influence of pure air and 
po nted out the dangerous effects of breath- 
ing foul air, contaminated by the exhala- 
t.ons from one or more human beings, 
from which arises the poisonous effects of 
badly ventilated public assembl.es. This 
has bebn the consensus of medical exper- 
lence for over a century, and has been -n- 
culeated by every intelligent medical man, 
who observed that the depressing influences 
of breathing foul air on all animais ren- 


, dered them more suceptibie of tuberculosis. 


The teachings of Koch and other bacteriolo- 
gists, that consumptnon depends on a pe- 
cul ar organism or bacillus which propo- 
gates the disease are m.sleading, and liable 
to an error, which, if acted upon, st.fle tne 
finer attributes of human nature which 
rompts us to care for the sick and feeble, 
coat from which we would shrink through 
the dread of contagion.

Some of our: citizens seem 
greatly shocked at the prospect of Chicago 
opening up her canal to carry her sewage 
this way. 

For the consolation of these people, it 
may be said that if bacteriology has dem- 
onstrated that polluted water propagates 
disease, it has also demonstrated that the 
most foul water, in a state of agitation, as 
in a running stream, for a distance of 
miles, exposed to the sunshine and air, pu- 
rifies itself and parts with all pathogenic 
materials. The reverse of this takes place 
under opposite conditions; stagnant water, 
whether in a cistern or elsewhere, exciuded 
from sunshine and air, beeomes polluted 
and unfit for drinking purposes. The air in 
our dwelling houses is subject to the same 
natural laws to Keep it pure. It should be 
subjected to change, agitation and sunlight. 
Hence the error of the expression ‘avoid 
draft,”’ as if it were possib:.e to have pure 
air where there is no circulation of air.

In 
a large city fatal ‘illnesses and accidents are 
not uncommon among vis to's and travelers. 
and when reiatives and friends are hurried- 
ly called from far-off piaces, as ‘is ofttimes 
the case, the arrangements for the funeral 
services must necessarily be hastily made. 

The unsatisfactory conditions and the in- 
conveniences attending occasions of this 
kind in many instances compel the relatives 
and friends of the deceased to hold the fu- 
neral from the undertaking estab.ishment, 
and from ths class of deaths there has 
come a crying need of some comfortable. 
suitable and appropriate place for ho ding 
such funerals. Then there are deaths which 
occur in hotels or in boarding-houses when 
the relatives of the dead person are unable 
to find a place for the funeral services 
where privacy may be had and where the 
gloomy associations of the undertaking es- 
tablishments are not present. Deaths in 
hospitals also at times embarrass the rel- 
atives and friends of the deceased as does 
those also which occur in private homes, 
where a large funeral is necessary and 
where there are few, if any, accommoda- 
tions for holding such. 

In addition to this, societies, lodges and 
fraternal orders all have urged the build- 
ing of such an establishment where serv- 
ices over a brother member may be con- 
ducted. 

The greatest demand, however, has come 
from residents of apartment houses, where, 
aside from the inconveniences met with is 
regard to the apartments themselves, the 
difficulties experienced in depending upon 
elevators and narrow stairways prove a 
drawback to holding services. 

The most unique, as well ae timely, re- 
form which promises to become a feature 
in the burial of the dead Is the doing away 
with carriages and substituting bicycles as 
means of conveyance for the dead, as well 
as for the attendants at a funeral. Last 
year a notice was sent out by an under- 
taker tn this city which advertised funer- 
als conducted by wheel to all the leading 
cemeteries. It was asserted by him that 
this was the cheapest and best method.

FEGLEY CONVICTED AT LAST. 


EVIDENCE THAT HE WAS IN THE 
MACOMB HOLDUP. 


The Positive Declarations of Witnesses 
Have Altered the State’s Attor- 
ney’s Plans and Kennedy 
May Next Be Tried.

HARTVILLE, Mo., June 3.—As the trial 

of Jake Fegley, of the alleged Ma- 

} 
comb train robbers, progresses the toils 
are fast closing about John Kennedy, an- 

‘ther defendant. Evary witness that has 
thus far given his testimony, eenphatically 
onnects Kennedy with the holdup. 

The confidence of the State's attorneys in 
their case has never been shaken, and Ken- 
will probably be the second man 
tried instead of the last, as was first in- 
timated. This will bring the most interest- 
ing case of all to trial in the next week, and 
t is thought that if Kennedy is convicted 
the others will plead guilty. 

Half a dozen persons occupied seats in 
the court room when Fegley’s trial was 
resumed at 8 o'clock this morning. J. Burke 
was called the etand. He is a farmer, 
who was helping Fegley to build a hous« 
ast December. Kennedy came to Fegley’s, 
he said, on December 26, and took up his 
residence there under the name of Davis. 
He hung about the house for two days. 
On the afternoon of Jan. 3, Burke rod« 
over to Fegley’s after molasses and saw 
Dav.s standing in the barn door holding 
two horses. Fegley said he was in a hurry 
and told Burke to help himself to the mo- 
asses. . Burke afterwards'saw Davis at the 
prehminary hearing at Mansfield and 
learned that his name was Kennedy. 
Burke gave a description of Kennedy, even 
to the color of his eyes and hAair. His 
testimony was reiterated by D. Burke, Fee- 
ley’s son-in-law, Gus Burke, his brother, 
and W, P. Bolt, a farmer living near Feg- 
ley'’s home. 

Bolt told how he had seen Kennedy and 
Fegiey riding horseback together near his 
home. Bolt gave a good description of 
Kennedy,:as did Jim Vincel and Mrs. Gus 
Burke, who followed him to the stand. 

The first face-to-face identification of 
Fagley took place when J. M: Price, a 
blacksmnith living at Morgan, Mo., took 
the witness chair late this morning. He 
told how two men had ridden into his shop 
One day early in January and had a hors 
shod. He had never known Fegley. One 
man he had seen since at Mansfield, and 
Kientified as Kennedy.

SON TELLS OF THE SEARCH. 


SCOUT’S TESTIMONY BETTER 
THAN A CHEMIST’S. 


Strange Chapters of Life Unfblded and 
Remarkable Men Shown Under 
Searchlight at a Murder 
Trial in Southwest. 


HILLSBORO, N. M., June 3.—No murder 
case in the history of American courts has 
brought forward more shocking develop- 
ments, more startling cunning or more 
shrewd and terrible men than has the trial 
of Oliver Lee and James Glilleland in this 
city for the murder of Col. Albert J. Foun- 
tain and his 8-year-old son in the desert of 
Las Cruces, three years ago. Crime in 
high places, assassination, man-hunting 
these are the chronological divisions of the 


stury. Weaved in them and about them 
is the tale of many virtues and many vices 
—of shocking wrongs, heroic brutality, ro- 


mantic flight, these and a hundred other 
things that make the blood boi] and the 
heart leap as plece by piece the tale is 
unfoided fiom the witnesg stand. 

There is politics of the more dangerous 
sort in the story, business interests in- 
volved, animosit:es of the weaithy, mur- 
cerous hatred of the poor. The dead man 
was a lawyer and a soldier, a scout and 
a legislator, a colonel in the field and a 
special attorney of the government—a man 
who never knew defeat on fleld or at bar 
until he fel] the victim of an assassin, who 
refused to turn his back and go to safety 
even when he saw the vultures of death 
on his track. 

One of the men on trial—Lee—is wealthy; 
the other was his employe. Lee is a stock- 
man. The contention of the State is that 
he planned and assisted in the double mur- 
Ger because of fear and desire for revenge. 
Fountain was attorney for the New Mexico 
Stock Association. He secured the indict- 
ment of W. H. New and others for cattle- 
stealing. Then he left Lincoln, where the 
ndictments were returned, for his home in 
Las Cruces. The “others” are supposed to 
have been his murderers. 

Founta.n was the man who had never 
known defeat. Lee, Gilleland and McNew 
were indicted for the murder of the two 
Fountains. McNew was arrested, but Lee 
and Gilleland declined to surrender and de- 
fied Sheriff Garrett and his deputies. They 
were surrounded last fall near Alamogordo, 
but fought their way out, killing Deputy 
Sheriff Kearney. After that they were lost 
sight of and were believed to be tn Mexi- 
co unti] last March, when they appeared 
at Las Cruces and surrendered to Judge 
Parker by a prearranged plan with the 
Governor. The caliber of the accused men 
was of the same mark as that of their 
supposed victim. 

Then Pat Garrett must not be forgotten. 
He failed to capture Lee and Gilleland, but 
he secured every tota of the evidence which 
led to their indictment and back of the 
dead man’s friends, back of the Stockmen’'s 
Association, back of the son and the prose- 
cut ng attorney and the Territory of New 
Mexico itself is this Nemesis, imported 
from another State—Texas—for his work, 
strong when ail others were weak, persist- 
ent when all others faltered, more firm. 
more uncompromising, more vengeful than 
all the forces the accused men have to fear 
a head man who has never known de- 
eat. 

Albert Fountain, Jr., son of the missing 
man, is the most intelligent witness thus 
far on the stand, and from his testimony 
the story of the case, as far as now devel- 
oped, can be given. He sad that dur- 
ing the early part of January. 1896, his 
father, accompanied by his little brother 
Henry, started for the Lincoln County court 
in a buckboard. On the Sunday evening fol- 
lowing his departure the horses driven by 
his father, returned to Las Cruces, and he, 
with Antonio Garcia, started out on the 
road to Lincoln with them that night. 
About m dnight they found Col. Fountain 
and the boy Henry camped at Parker's 
Lake. Col. Fountain expressed some fear 
off violence and the son wanted to accom- 
— him, but was refused permission. Al- 

ert and Garcia then returned to Las Cru- 
ces, starting about 1 o’clock that morning, 
while Col. Fountain, with his son Henry, 
hitched up and took the road to Lincoln. 
It was a midnig’t parting of father and son 
and brotker and brother, and until this day 
there has been no meeting. 

On Sunday, Feb. 2, 1896, the Mexican driv- 
ing the mall stage between Las Cruces 
and Tularosa came to the Fountain home 
and stated that he had met Col. Fountain 
the day before at the Chalk Hills, about 4 
miles from the town, and that he was be- 
ing followed by three men. Again Albert 
Fountain took to horse, this time with his 
brother Jack and five men, al! armed to the 
teeth. In the Chalk Hills Albert found a 
ney where a man had been knreling be- 

ind a bush near the road. These experi- 
enced men of the plains had no difficulty in 
tracing every movement of the buckboard 
of the elder Fountain, who was driving two 
horses, with another tiled to the one on the 
righthand side. They saw where three 
horsemen had accompanied the vehicle 
along the road for some distance, one 
rid ng on each side and one behind. 

Soon the trail left the road. and. turning 
to the east, started across the plains. Al! 
along the trail read the same to those 
anxious eyes. At one place on the trai} all 
had stopped and gathered around the wag- 
on. Here cigarette papers were scattered 
and the ‘horses’ tracks came together. Five 
mites from the place where the road was 
left the buckboard was found. The two 
valises carried by the man and boy were 
there, rifled of their contents. Papers were 
lying around loose and articles o clothing 
were scattered about. A hat belonging to 
the boy wae found !n one of the valises. 
together with a pair of old shoes belonging 
to the elder Fountain. Some of the boy's 
underclothing was also found. The harneeg 
had been carefully removed from the ant- 
mals and placed on the ground, while the‘ 
ropes used for tying the horses were on the 
of the vehicle in @ most natura}

From the tracks the brother understood 
that Henry had beem alive at that place, 
and that his father was probably with him. 

There the trall was again taken up, and 
another apparently rideriese horse turned 
out to the north and a large horse, evi- 
dently with a rider, left the trail and re. 
turned to it again, doing the same thing 
often and getting away as far as two hun. 
dred yards. Within two miles of the Ja- 
riila Mountains, a low range in the great 
plain between the Oregon end Sacramento 
mountains, the big horse, the same one 
that so often left the tral! and returned, 
turmed to the right, or scuth, and passed 
through the sout! pess; while the main crai! 
wer to the north end of the range and 
croesed over the north pags. 

At this point the Albert Fountain party 
were joined by Maj. W. H H. Liewellyn 
and posse. 

The trall was followed eastward from the 
north ranches owned by Lee, where Liew- 
eliyn, who had assumed command. aban- 
domed the pursult because cattle crossed 
the trall, and after watering and resting at 
Lee’s well, returned to Las Cruces,

RUSSIA. WANTS 
THIS NIILIST 


Nicholas Ivanhoe Knows Too 
* Many State Secrets. 


TELLS TALES OF CRUELTY. 


EIGORS OF THE PENAL SETTLE- 
MENT OF SAGHALIEN. 


His Father Unjustly Convicted, Ivan- 
Ives Joined the Nihilists, De 
voting His Life to Exposing 
the Licensed Cruelties. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 38.—There* is 
in this city to-day a man to effect whose 
capture the police officials of Russia would 
spare neither expense nor trouble. This 
man, Nicholas Ivanhoe, is a nihilist, and 
is proud of it. Not only that. but he is an 
escaped nihilist, and knows that a Hfe of 
exile, hard labor, and imprisonment is walit- 
ing for him should he ever dare again to 
set foot upon his native soll. Even in this 
land of freedom he fears to walk abroad 
as other men do, for he has heard that his 
merciless pursuers have tracked him even 
to San Francisco, and he dreads not only 
bodily harm, but is apprehensive that they 
may use strategy and fcrce to transport him 
back to a living death. What little exer- 
cise he takes is at night, when he goes out 
for a walk. 

Ivanhoe was born tn the town of Stavro- 
pol, which is in the province of the same 
name, in the southern part of Russia. Here 
is was N:cholas lived and received ‘his pri- 
mary education until he was 17 years of 
age. His father had undertaken the de- 
fense of a man whom the Government of- 
fic.als supposed to be a nihilist, but against 
whom they had no direct proof. The man 
was being tried for murder. and Ivanhoe’s 
father defended him with great energy. In 
endeavoring to acquit hs client he d.sy.ayed 
more than professional warmth and inter- 
est, and, unfortunately, spent his own 
money freely in his attempt to save the 
man, who was, however, convicted to pay 
the extreme penalty of the law. 

The convicted man became incensed at the 
lawyer because he had not cleared him, and 
when on the scaffold took a dying revenge 
of ingratitude and deception by declaring 
that his lawyer had done all in his power to 
clear him because he was, like h.mself, a 
nih:ilist. 

This was all that was needed, and it was 
not many days before the lawyer was ar- 
rested and thrdwn into prison. A hasty 
trial fo.lowed& and the unfortunate man 
was convicted and sentenced to be banished

for life to the faraway Island of Saghalien. 

Nicholas went to St. Petersburg to try to 
make his living. There he found men who, 
like himself, had gr.evances against the 
government. They were nihfliste and he 
joined them. To hm the creed that he had 
adopted represented only a possible means 
of obtaining a just revenge. He lived in 
St. Petersburg for three years and“ during 
that time he became connected w.th the 
press. He worked hard and saved his 
small pay. With the money that he ac- 
cumulated he studied the art of photog- 
raphy and bought himself a camera and 


outfit. 


It was in December, 1889, that he landed 
upon the island of Saghalien. The first per- 
s0n that he met there was a man named 
kKiroff, who, like himself, was a _ nihilist. 
He was familiar with the country and 
when Ivanhoe imparted to him the object 
of his coming to Saghalien he told him 
that it would be impossible for him to ob- 
tain a position such as he desired. 

Kiroff advised Nicholas to go to Nico- 
laievsk, which ile at the mouth of the Omo- 
goon River, in Siberia, just across the Gulf 
of Tartary, which is several hundred miles 
wide and which separates Saghalien from 
the mainland. Thither he went and ob- 
tained enployment as a sailor on one of 
the vessels that ply between that port and 
The vessel upon which he 
sailed was one of the government trans- 

orts used to carry the exiles over to Sag- 
valien. Thus he became acquainted with 
some of the jailers and assistant jailers 
who guarded the pr.soners. 

After he had worked as a sailor for two 
rears he obtained the position of assistant 
ailer at Alexandrovski, which is the name 
of the town upon the island where the 
prison ig located. So well d.d he perform 
his duty and with such apparent indiffer- 
ence did he strike a prisoner over the hea 
whenever one lagged on the march that he 
made a favorable impression on the chief 
jailer. 

He was placed in charge of the wards 
in the prison. His duties were to lock up 
the prisoners when they returned from the 
mines at night and to take them out in the 
morning. He also had to feed them every 
morning and night, and he was required to 
make two rounds every n-ght to each cell 
in order to see that all of the prisoners 1! 
hig ward were sec@re. sew 

One of the first things that he discovered 
was that his father had been killed a few 
months prior to his obtaining his position. 
He was one of those that worked in the coal 
mines and one day he had oem woo 
ceath by the fallgng of a car tha fas use 
Lo amy Foy ine CUOa Regia the pits. Ivanhoe 
made up his mind to siay at Alexandrovsxl 
and to secure everything that would be of 
heip to his one object in life—the exposing 
of the tortures and cruelties that were be- 
ing inflicted on the unfortunate poeple that 


were confined at the prion. 

After two years’ sojourn upon the island 
he was promoted to be a full jalier, and in 
his new position he had access to the 
tortune chamber. He mace a careful study 
of everything about him and every night 
t was his custom to compile a lot of notes 
of what had happened during the day. 
Dally he recorded the death of one or more 
of the unfortunate wretches, who had found 
liberty and freedom in death. Many of 
these died from disease contracted for lack 
of medical attention, many, completely 
worn out and only half-fed, died beneath 
the horrible torture that was inflicted upon 
them. More than once Ivanhoe saw some 
poor creature utter his last groans upon 
the flogging board. These barbarous (tor- 
tures he was forced to witness, and when 
some prisoner would faint from sheer pain 
while being lashed he would Rave to apply 
restoratives in order to bring him to con- 
sciousness that he might receive the full 
sentence of his punishment. 


All of these scenes mace an indelible im- 


‘ression upon the mind of Ivanhoe, and as 

he witnesned each new_ torture he grew 
stronger in his motive. When he was able 
to do so, he gave succor and medicine to 
the convicts. ometimes he would increase 
their allowance of food. This, however, he 
was not able to do often, for well he knew 
the risk that he ran and what would have 
been the results {f he_had been caught in 
his acts of mercy. The hangings he de- 
scribed as “ee a9 Ag ae Power of hu- 
man tongue to depict in woraes. 

Nicholas availed himself of his position 
to take photographs of these scenes. This 
he was able to do because he was gener- 
ally the official In charge of the torture 
chamber. He declares that of the co 
exiles supposed to be upon the island of 
Saghalien, over one-third have disappeared, 
and that the greater proportion o these 
have been done to death by the Inhuman 
cruelties to which they have been s6ub- 
jected. 

It was about this time that Ivanhoe be- 
gan to send back to Russia to the journals 
for which he was working descriptions of 
what he had witnessed, and pictures of 
some of the scenes that he had taken. These 
were published, along with the pictures, but 
the identity of the author was kept a s#e- 
cret.

Nicholas 
determined to try to get to Langra, which 
ia in the extreme northern part of the isl- 
and. If he could reach this pont before 
the police there was & chance for him to 
cross the gulf, reach Siberia and work his 
way down te Corea, and there take a 
ateamer to Yokonams. from which point 

hoped to sail for America. 

—— quickly changed his jaller’s uniform 
for other clothes, and, taking with him his 
photographs and notes, he silently alipped 
out of the prison. He left Alexandrovskli 
about 10 o'clock at night and arrived at 
Langra the next night. To do this he had 
to travel incessantly, only stopping to 
change teams and urging the driver to con- 
tinue his breakneck pace. 

As soon as he arrived at Langra he has- 
tened to the water front. He remembered 
an old man who kept boats for hire, and 
to him he hastened. He soon struck@ bar- 
gain with his friend for the use ofa small 
sailboat. His old friend showed Nicho.as 
where the boat was moored and then bid 
him good night. A few hours later Ivan- 
hoe stale to the deserted seawall. He 
knew that it’-was a dangerous undertaking 
to attempt to cross the bay in a emall 
sailboat, but it was his only chance. Hiow- 
ever, he was a good sailor, and he was fa- 
militar with the bay. Fortunately, it was 
a clear night, and he was able to steer by 
the north star.

GERMANY DOESN’T LIKE PROPO-

LONDON, June 8—A _ representative of 
the Associated Press has made inquiries 
with the result that he is able to con- 
firm the report that those who have been 
working in favor of Mrs. Florence May- 
brick will not be surprised at her release 
at any moment, now that the United States 
Ambassador, Joseph H. Choate, has had 
two interviews on the subject with the 
Marquis of Salisbury, at which his strong 
representation of the American from there 
met with a most promising reception. 

Mr. Choate, since his arrival in England 
has taken the liveliest interest in the case. 
He has received every sort of information 
in the matter, has asked for high P mag ne 
opinions and his own legal knowledge has 
given him exceptional facilty in dealin 
with the intricacies of the case. One o 
Mrs. Maybrick’s advocates, a well known 
worker of the Liberal party, J. H. Levy, 
provided Mr. Choate with a specially com- 
piled dossier of the whole case, in the 
coHation in which he received the advice 
of the highest legal authorities in the king- 
dom, inciuding the Lord Chief Justice, 
Baron Russell of Killowen, and Lord James 
of Hereford, Attorney General to the Prince 
of Wales, one of the ca)mest judicial minds, 
who definitely states that the position as 
left by Henry Matthews (the former Home 
Secretary, now Viscount Llandaff), is ab- 
surd and shows in the strongest light the 
present confused state of the English crimi- 
nal law. 

Mr. Ohoate received the most definite in- 
struction from Washington, the gist being 
that he was to press tor an immediate re- 
vision of the case, as the United States 
Government had considered the time had 
arrived ior at inwmediate consideration of 
it.

James Maybrick of Liverpool, who was 
many years her senior and of dissolute 
habits. Two children were born to them. 

On June 27, 1889, Mr. Maybrick, who had 
been re for a long time, in spite of the 
advice of his physician to the contrary, at- 
tended the Wirral races on horseback, was 
caught in a heavy rain and without chang- 
ing his wet clothes spent the evening din- 
ing with friends, returning home very late, 
and on the next day was quite ill. Several 
physicians were called asa he grew worse 
and agree! that ‘his sickness wes caueed 
by some “grave indiscretion of diet away 
from home.” 

Early on the morning of May Ii, 13 days 
after he was taken sick, Mrs. Maybrick 
fell into a speechless swoon, which iastea 
for nearly hours, Mr. Maybrick dying 
meantime at 8:40 p. m. of that day.

white and two kinds of biack arsenic, of 
which Mr. Maybrick, who was Known to be 
a confirmed arsenic eater, said: “I take 
it when I can get it.””’ On the 14th Mrs. 
Maybrick, still unconsctous and  aione, 
without a friend in the house, was arrested 
in her bed for murder; 

The jury found her 
and eentenced her to eath. The sen- 
tence was commuted to Hfe imprison- 
ment.

Fred H. Haack, 2121 Gano avenue, an old 
employe of the Post-Dispatch, hav-ng just 
returned from the war, tells an interesting 
story of his experiences in Cuba as a. mem-~- 
ber of Company A, BKighth Regular Cav- 
alry. 

“I enlisted in St. Louls June 18, 1898,’ he 
says, “and was sent immediately to Fort 
Meade. South Dakota, where for three 
months they gave us a breaking in. We 
were then taken to Huntsville, Aia., where 
we were put in charge of Gen. Carpenter. 
With five other troops of the Eighth we 
were taken to Cuba on the transport Man- 
itoba. There ‘were 600 horses on board the 
ship, and between 60 and 700 men, count- 
ing the crew. The sea growing rough, the 
horses got sick and three or four died on 
the trip over. The dead and dying horses 
made things unpleasant on the yessel, some 


of the soldiers becoming quite sick. 

“We were landed at Navitis, Nov. 17, 
1898, where we remained a few days, before 
pushing on to Porto Principe, Our baggage, 
tents, food and everything that couid be 
dispensed with, were sent on by rail from 
Navitis to Porto Principe over a short 
railroad which connected the two places. 
After a stay of a week we started for 
Porto Principe, the road being at times al- 
most impassible on account of the jung:es 
and narrow and overgrown roads. At times 
we Were obliged to cut our way through the 
woods, follow.ng the paths which at some 
time had been fairly good roads, but now 
were almost hidden by the underbrush. The 
Cubans helped some in this work, but we 
had to do the most of it, using corn Knives, 
which are much the same as the machete.

STREET RAILWAY TRUST BILL. 


What It Costs the Companies to Trans- 
port One Passenger and the 
Enormous Profit. 


Charles L. Delbridge, editor of the St. 
Louis Sentinel, has written an open letter 
to Gov. Stephens, in which he presents In 
@ novel way some reasons why the fran- 
chises of street railways should be taxed. 


His letter follows: 
ST. LOUIS, June 1, 1899. 
Ilion. Lon VY. Stepbens: 

My Dear Sir—iIn view of the proposed taxation 
of the street railway frahchises, the following in- 
formation may not be uaipteresting to beth your- 
Seif aud tue Board of Kyyulizauion: 

The average distance-traveled by a street ratl- 
Way pagsenger is nineteen-twentieths of a mie. 

The actual expense of operating a cat, allowing 
6 per cept interest on woney invested in plant 
and including every expense legitimately charge 
able thereto, is 11 cents per mile traveled by 
the car wuere operaled by electricity, aud 1/7 
cents per mile where operated by cabe, of what 
is known as dummy steam locomotives. 

Tbe average nuwver of passengers carried by the 
street ral:ways of St. Louie is 15 for every mie 
traveled by every! car. ‘This, as you se, pary® 
tae car companics operating im this city 7S couts 
tur @ service tuat It costs them 11 coats to Fen- 
der. In this estimate ce alwwance should be 
wade for deadbead passengers, as (hat has &)- 
ready been allowed for .9 tee cost of operating 
the car. 

The actual service rendered to a passenger whes 
a Mt. Louis car carries bim «a mille (the average 
trip) costs the company between baif a cent 
and three-fourths of a cent. Were it pot for the 
franchises beid by the street car companies, and 
which, of course, in actual practice awount to an 
exciusive privikge, eshutling vt competition, the 
service on the open market would sever sell for 
over 1 cent; thus you see the franchisee held by 
the street railways of thie city enable them to col. 
lect 5 cents for a service that it costs them lees 
than three-fourths of a cent to render aod that 
were It pot for these franchises they would never 
be alde to sell on the opes market for more 
then 1 cent.

WESTERN WHEAT YIELD MAY BE 
ONE-HALF. 


———— 


REPORTS FROM A LARGE AREA. 


Agents Along the Burlington Railway 
Say the Grain’s Condition Is 
Only Fair. 


CHICAGO, June 8.—The Monthly Corn 
Belt, the official publication of the Bur- 
lington Rallway system, will issue its first 
crop report for the season in its forth- 
coming number. Nebraska, Iowa, Northern 
Kansas, Northern Missouri and Northeast- 
ern Colorado are Govered by the reports 
from nearly 900 agents and correspondents. 
In the following statistics 600 reports have 
been used to show a half half crop of win- 
ter wheat, but a fair condition in other 
grains: 

Missouri—Reports are received from 3% 
counties in northern part. The corn stand 
is reported by 16 correspondents to be good, 
8 say fair and 7 say poor. Sixteen say it 


is better than it was last year. 12 that 
it is good and 18 that it is not so good. 
Nine say the cause of difference was that 
it was too wet, 10 say because it was too 
dry. Planting began on April 15 and closed 
about May 20 in some parts. As to in- 
crease in acreage the average of 21 reports 
indicates an increase of 17 per cent. Four 
reports attribute this increased acreage to 
plowed-up wheat. The present outlook for 
corn by 12 reports ts said to be good, 22 
say fair and 4 say poor. 

Winter Wheat — The condition of the 
wheat as compared with the same date in 
1898 is by 6 reports said to be good, 10 say 
fair and 11 say poor. Three reports state 
that it is killed and 2 say one haif crop. 
The average of 26 reports makes the pro- 
portion of wheat ground plowed up and put 
into other crops 55 per cent. 

Oats—Eleven reports say the stand is 
good, 17 that it is fair and 4 that it is 
poor. 

Spring Wheat—Two reports say it is good, 
2 that it is fair and 1 that it is poor. 

Rye—One report says excellent, 3 good 
and 3 fair. None calls it poor. 

Through the large territory covered by 
these reports it may be concluded that the 
winter wheat suffered winter-kill to the 
extent that will affect the vield at least 
one-half. The remaining crops are late, 
but there is now no reason to expect fail- 
ure in any of them. Rains recently have 
been abundant over the entire region and 
lateness of planting and the growth of 
weeds consequent upon the rains are the 
ehief reasons for apprehension. 

lowa’s corn reports cover 20 counties. Two 

say the stand at the end of May is excel- 
lent. 10 that it is good, 20 that it is fair, 17 
that it is poor. Eight say that at this date 
it is not out of the ground. The season is 
late and 42 reports say that it is cold and 
wet. As to the condition of corn com- 
pared with the same time last year 6 re- 
ports sav that it is better. 11 that it is 
about the same, 45 that it Is not so good. 
The invariable reason given for a less fa- 
vorable outlook is the character of the 
planting season. All indicate that the sea- 
son is later and colder than _ for several 
years previous. With favorable weather 
from now on there is still no reason for 
anything like a failure .of the Iowa corn 
rop. 
: Winter Wheat—Five reports only say that 
the crop will be good, 8 say it is fair, 13 say 
poor. Seventeen declare it killed and 5 de- 
cide in favor of about one-half a crop. Thir- 
ty-seven reports average the proportion of 
the winter wheat killed to be 67 per cent. 

Oats—One report says it is excellent, 64 
ay good, 13 fair, 6 poor. 

% Tociner Wheat ne report Bays ft is ex- 
cellent, 20 say it is good, 11 say fair, 4 say 
oor.

Oe  enoets have been received from 
corn in nine counties in the northern tier of 
counties. One report says the stand is ex- 
cellent, 10 that it is good, 1 that it is fair. 
Planting began about April 15 to 2% and 
continued to May 10. It was earlier than in 
1898 in only a few instances. complaints be- 
ing made about a cold, wet spring. The con- 
dition of the present stand, as compared 
with that of 1898, is favorable. As to acre- 
age there {is an increase over last year not 
to exceed 20 per cent. Three reasons for this 
are given—more cattle fed, more land culti- 
vated and the failure of wheat. The pres- 
ent stand is said by , ee to be excel- 
say good and 3 fair. 
leminter Wheat—As compared in conditions 
in 1898 at the’same time 4 reports say it Is 
ood.

CROP CUT IN TWO.NEEDS BUYING POWER, 


THE MOVEMENT OF STOCKS HAS 
LOST ITS EDGE. 


BULLS STILL HAVE FAITH. 


Reports From Nearly All Industries 
Show a Good Condition 
of Trade.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Wall_§ street’s 
drooping spirits and weakened margins 
were much reyived and gsubstantially 
strengthened by to-day’s sharp and general 
recovery in prices. After its usual fashion 
the street is now proclaiming the renewal 
of the bull movement. Whether Wall street's 
hopes will be received remains to be seen. 
Sentiment is a powerful factor in specula- 
tive affairs, and the advocates of and be- 
lievers in a higher range of prices stil] out- 


number the dissenters by 10 tol. The trou- 
bie is that the advocates of a rise are for 
the most part already committed in that di- 
rection to the extent of their means, and 
they can do very little to assist in the 
movement they desire to see come about. 
Regarded from a purely technical point of 
view, What the market now wants ig buying 
power. Sentiment, whiie confused and de- 
pressed, has still a bullish bias, and even 
the various misfortunes and the drooping 
markets of the past six weeks have not 
sufficed to destroy the hopes of a revival 
of the good times when prices advanced 
day by day and’ week by week, and when, 
by almost common consent, the “top” had 
been removed from calculations of the mar- 
ket’s course. It has been a good thing for 
wail street and the country that saner no- 
tions Of possible market movements have 
been acquired this spring, even if the les- 
son has been a cqstiy and a painful one. 

(his week, for the first time in two years, 
we were shipping gold to Europe on what, 
on the face of it, is an ordinary exchange 
transaction. The shipment of the metal is 
unimportant, in fact, but it is, nevertheless, 
of significance. It shows, as has n fore- 
shadowed in the upward course of the for- 
eign exchange market, that, notwithstand- 
ing our still large excess of merchandise ex- 
ports, the balance has been wiped out by 
tne various invisible charges against this 
country on the world’s ledger, and the gen- 
eral course of the sterling market shows the 
extent to which Europe's interest in our 
securities may be utilized as a check upon 
our trade position in the foreign exchanges. 

Last year she was selling us our.securi- 
ties on a rising market; since she has been 
repurchasing them on a declining market. 
It cannot be denied, then, that in at least 
two essential features of the situation 
which worked for the advancing prices of 
1897-1899, there are evidences of radical 
change. Speculative Wall street does not, 
as a rule, borrow trouble, but conservative 
Wall street attempts to look into the fu- 
ture as far as possibe, and to ascertain 
what the subjects will be that: will occupy 
the attention and discussion, and hence 
create sentiment later on, Twelve months 
hence, and before then, it can hardly be 
questioned that every present subject of in- 
terest will be superseded by discussion of 
the political programme and prospects. 

The astonishing activity in the iron and 
its allied industries continues unabated and 
neither the home nor the foreign demand 
for finished products appears to ibe checked 
by the constant advances being made in 
all forms of iron from the pig metal to 
bessemer steel.

The 
active state of trade is clearly reflected 
in the returns of railway traffic and in the 
bank clearances throughout the country. 
The relaxation in the money market makes 
constant headway, and it is conceivable that 
a 1 per cent rate on.cal] loans may be 
quoted before midsummer. Competent au- 
thorities believe that the shipment of $25,- 
000,000 or $30,000,000.of gold his summer 
would fail to restore the 4 per cent rate 
that prevailed in the spring during the 
height of the formation of the industrial 
combinations. Furthermore, while the 
usual requirements of the agricultura] sec- 
tions may dJater on coincide with an: ex- 
port movement of gold, little tnouble is ex- 
pected on this account. The banks through- 
out the interior were never so well forti- 
fied with cash as at this season, and for 
this reason it is believed that the usual

There were many sharp advances made 
in the stock market in the early dealings 
this morning and the trading was active 
and well diversified. The industrial quarter 
was the center of interest, nearly al] the 
stocks in that division of the market ad- 
vancing rapidly. Federal Steel common 
and American Steel and Wire Common 
were ithe conspicuous features of the mar- 
ket, the advances there being in anticipa- 
tion of the declaration of the initial di- 
vidends. 

The other newer industrial shares were 
also steady and more than usually active.

Despite Occasional Recessions the Bulls 
Had the Best o fthe Specu- 
lative Situation. 


St. Louis increased her advantage over 
the grain markets of the country during 
the week just closed, placing herself in a 
position to practically dictate terms on 
which opticns for the eae winter wheat 
crop shall be traded. hen the St. Louis 
market shot ahead of Chicago ten days 
ago some of the traders ¢aid it was only u 
spurt and thet the city by the lake would 
soon resirme its lead. A week is a long time 
in the grain trading business. Chicago haa 
had opptrounities to forge ahead, but she 
has not yet cume within calling distance of 
St. Louis. In fact, the burden of the news 
yesterday Was that Chicago was watching 
the operations of St. Louis and trading ac- 
cordingly. 

There must have heen considerable money 
madc. on the spread between the two mar- 
kets during the week. Arc times the difter- 
ence Wus 5 cents and St. Loulsanms were 
after profits going and coming. The nature 
of the news was such as to cause a splendid 
market for speculauve purposes. Not only 
the scalpers, but ~cme of the biggest deal- 
ers on the floor cleared up handsume profits 
on quick turns. : 

Early in the week news came that ‘“‘the 
St. Louis crowd’ was selling in the Chi- 
cage market. They were letting go their 
holdings of July wheat right and left. The 
sellers were well known bulls at that. 
They were auletly buying in the St. Louls 
market against their sales in Chicago and 
thereby increasing the spread and thelr own 
ultimate chances of profit when the great 
day comes which the bulls are all predict- 
ing *e not so very far distant. 

ery day in the week was exciting. Crop 
damage news came in and in car load lots 
Monday morning. .The buying side got into 
the pit and started the market up the scale 
in a masterly way, the net result being 
that they added nearly 2 cents to the price 
of the July option. The market closed 
strong at 80%c. On Decoration Day the ex- 
change was closed but the curb trading 
showed no diminution of the bullish feeling. 
Another % cent was added. 

And then came the deluge. Wednesday ca- 
bles opened lower. Domestic markets were 
dull early with St. Louis well in the lead. 
Then the Engiish traders caught on to what 
St. Loulsans had felt a week before; that 
the winter wheat crop of the United States 
was going to be away below the average. 
The second cables came much higher. The 
local rain began in earnest. The market 
shot up to 82%c and closed at 82c asked. 
The invariable reaction caused by eellling 
on the part of small holders followed this 
rise and on Thursday and Friday the mar- 
ket closed strong at 795éc. 

Saturday there was a decline at the open- 
ing. but the buying side aga‘'n became ac- 
tive and the market closed strong at 80% 
8044c, having gained a fraction more than 2 
cents for the week. 

The coming week will probably be another 
brulsing one, with the bulls in an advan- 
tageous position. Crop news is gradually 
crystallizing and a better idea should be 
gained as to the outlook. 

Corn had many bullish points during the 
week and only lack of speculative interest 
kept it from showing a substantial] advance. 
Even with the light trading it showed a 
gain of %@ic for the week and closed with 
signs of reserve strength. 

Oats was much talked about, but there 
was little trading in the pit. Prices ruled 
lower on reports of heavy seeding.

was then a sort-of a bandit-patriot. fighting 
constantly for power. Every revolution he 
started was crushed, but every defeat he 
Sustained only sérved to furnish him with 
renewed vigor and to inspire him. with 
fresh hope, and men flocked to him in spite 
of his ill success. One dictator after an- 
other he routed, but always until recently 
without success in gaining the supreme 
power himself. 

The chief towns which Plerola fought for 
were Lima and Callao. In each of these 
cities, bloody battles were of frequent oc- 
currence. The Government’s power was 
paralyzed; the military supplanted the po- 
lice; martial law superceded civil rights and 
riot and predatory warfare were constant 
and expected. Lima was virtually aban- 
doned by all who were not mixed up in the 
fighting, and Callao, its @aport, seven miles 
off, was a city of refuge. Then, as the tur- 
moll increased in each petty revolution, the 
inhabitants, particularly those who could 
claim foreign protection, took to the ship- 
ping which crowded Callao harbor. 

The revolutions in Peru were probably 
as barbarous and bloody as any that ever 
took place in a savage country, despite 
its semi-civilized condition. The constant 
warfare accustomed the fighters to cruelty 
and death, and they adopted the most sav- 
age methods of treatment towards their 
prisoners. It was virtual death for a res!- 
dent of Callao to venture outside his big 
iron gates, with which all large homes in 


that town are supplied, for if one were not 
shot down by enemy or. friend—and he 
never knew which he might meet—one was 
sure to be captured, imprisoned and prob- 
ably mutilated. It was ‘the custom to tor- 
tire captives In ‘the most fiendish fashion, 
and often they were put to death for the 
mere pleasure of seeing them suffer. Hang- 
ing them to the spires of the Cathedral 
was a favorite ceremony and seldom it was 
that the edifice was not ornamented with 
the bodies of from four or five to a dozen 
or more poor wretches. The gutters often 
ran red with the life-blood of the prisoners 
shot down in the Plaza, and the crack of 
the rifle and the moan of the dying were 
simultaneous all through Callao’s streets. 

It was through scenes such as these that 
Richmond Cornwall's mother passed in the 
days before his birth. Bloodshed and vio- 
lence were her constant knowledge; riot 
and warfare, murder and the wanton taking 
of human life were always before her. Is it 
not possible that they became so incorpo- 
rated into her existence, so constant in her 
thoughts, that the mind of the unborn 
child became imbued with and biased by 
them? Is it not reasonable to suppose that 
there was a vein of bloodthirstiness in Cron- 
wall’s composition that made him irrespon- 
sible, uncontrollable, when the spirit of 
murder was aroused? Cannot the crimes he 
committed and the fatalities that darkened 
his entire life be laid to the door of her- 
edity? How far should he be held person- 
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ally responsible for the things he did, when 
before his birth he was subject, with his 
mother, to such environment? 

Cornwall's mother fled from Callao during 
one of de Pierola’s revolutions, and took 
refuge on the shipping in the harbor. There, 
while fighting filled the land with corpses 
and the living with terror, Richmond Corn- 
wall was born. The influences that had 
doubtless acted upon the mother, bore di- 
rectly upon the child. Was his birth, that 
was amid slaughter and fiendish crime, @ 
foreshadowing of his life to be? 

These are questions for the physician, the 
physiologist, the psycholog‘st. But they of- 
fer a world of thought, a long train of 
speculative possibilities. 

Whether or not these things bore on 
Cornwall's life, his career was certainly one 
of almost unending fatality. He bore the 
mark of Cain; on nearly every brow that 
he touched he left a blood-stain; every life 
that came into close contact with his was 
marked by fatality; his own end came in a 
tragedy of his own making. If he was {n- 
nocent in heart of the many mysterious 
cases of death and disappéarance with 
which his life was linked—if his own end 
was not the result of remorse—they were 
none the less responsible for his-self-inflict- 
ed death. They brought him into notoriety, 
disrepute, financial disfress and ruin. His 
practice faded away,/his home was mort- 
gaged, his money was gone, and life was 
all he had. That, he put away of his own 
accord. 

A strange fatality seemed to have pur- 
sued Dr. Cornwall’s intimate friends, and 
to have extended even to those who at- 
tempted to ferret out the secrets of the 
man's outwardly tranquil life. Though of a 
quiet, almost gentle, disposition, with some 
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tions about doctors’ knowledge of drugs. 
But no law ever touched Cornwall for this, 

Within a year after Annette Carnall’s 
death, Cornwall eloped with Mabel Rice, 
daughter of a wool dealer in Euclid avenue. 
He had met her at a dancing school. They 
went to live In Kansas City, but were mar- 
ried by the Rev. Dr. Johnson, in St. Louis, 
so Mabel Rice said. This was in April, 
1893; on January 2, 1894, came the news of 
her death, brought by a telegram from Kan. 
sas City. That same day came a letter, 
written the eve before, saying that she 
had been to the matinee and was well, and 
planning for her parents to visit her in 
Kansas City. 

Dr. Cornwall brought his wife's body to 
St. Louls on January 8 He said her dying 
request was to have her body cremated. 
The coffin was opened, however, and her 
face was found distorted with the death 
agony. No autopsy was held. Dr. Corn- 
wall never shed a tear. The doctor who 
Rave the death certificate said uremia 
caused it. He afterwards declared he be- 
lieved she was poisoned by her husband. 
She died in a little room back of her hus- 
band’s office, 

Dr, Cornwall was the man whom Maude 
Belle Bonesteel last visited the night she 
disappeared. She was the wayward daugh- 
ter of a Kansas City doctor, and before his 
wife died, Christmas, 1893, Cornwall had 
agreed & perform an operation on her. She 
went to his office January 11, 1894. She has 
never been seen by a soul since; not a 
clew to her disappearance or her end has 
ever come to light. Cornwall sald she left 
his office without his operating on her. No- 
body believed it. But there is nothing more 
to be said about it—she Is absolutely gone.

LTHOUGH not as frequent as is supposed, yet there are enough 

cases on record to prove that profound mental impressions in a 
mother with child may be transmitted to the child.

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of the finer qualities in his nature, ard 
with a slight frame and only moderate 
strength, he seems to have harbored in his 
soul a demon of fiendish destruction, which, 
when let loose, overpowered and dominated 
him and destroyed every one with whom it 
came in touch, finally its owner itself. He 
was either another H. H. Holmes or a mis, 
erable victim of circumstances. Into his 
brief life of 33 years was crowded a series 
of tragedies almost beyond belief. 

Nearly 20 years ago, when Cornwall wés 
yet a boy, he lived in Foster alley, St. Louwis. 
He was reared almost in the slums, but 
was ambitious and tried to better his con- 
dition. Later he was attending a medical 
school. There he met pretty Annette Car- 
nall, daughter of a wealthy family. He 
loved her, he said, and she reciprocated his 
affections. He called often. One day he 
sent her a bunch of flowers. In a few hours 
she was a corpse. 

The girl's family, when an tnvestigation 
proved that Annette died of poison, sald 
she killed herself.

Not paying for it, suit was brought and 
judgment obtained. Before Baker bought 
the judgment he had gone in partnership 
with A. B. Howard through his sons, Ierael 
and Carter, who were made parties to the 
contract. Thus, when his own partner tried 
to get the best of hien, as he considered it, 
old man Howard became angry, and there 
were sharp words between Tom Baker and 
the Howards. Howard refused point blank 
to pay the judgment and Baker levied on 
some of Howard's property, as the partner- 
ship papers had not been made out. How- 
ard fought him tn a magistrate’s court, 
but through the influence of Baker's father 
a compromise was effected, and it looked 
as if there would be no further Ddlood-let-

few days before the compromise was made, 
and Baker received two slight flesh wounds, 
Several days after the compromise old man 
Howard found Tom Baker at Bis log pit 
taking out undivided logs. They quarreled, 
and Baker drew a pistol and threatened to 
shoot Howard on the spot. Howard was 
unarmed, and he soon talked Baker out of 
the notion of shooting. As Howard walked 
away, however, Baker threw an auger at 
him. This opened the breach between the 
Bakers and the Howards, and when a tide 
came about a week later old man Howard, 
his sons Ierael and Carter, and «Burch 
Store went to the log pit and took the un- 
divided raft out of the mouth of Crane 
Creek, and Israel and Carter remained on 
it and floated down *he Kentucky River to 
Frankfort. 

A. B. Howard and Burch Store started 
back home with the five horses that had 
been used #m pulling out the logs. They 
overtook Israel and Herien Shackleford 
and invited them to ride two of the horses, 
A little further along they came up with 
Wilson Howard and “Will’ York, and they 
were invited to ride the remaining horses. 
When the party was passing the house of 
John Baker a volley was fired at them from 
ambush. Old man Howard wes struck in 
the back, but he managed to stay on his 
young horse, which carried him out of 
range around a peint in the road .The sec- 
ond volley struck Buroh Store, killing him 
instantly, the bullets striking him in the 
neck ‘In the ®reast. The third volley 
came as Store fell from his horse, 
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and Wilson Howard rolled off his horse 
with a bullet in his back that paralyzed his 
limbs. The other horsemen rode away as 
fast as possible. When they got out of 
sight Wilson Howard ealid Tom Baker 
and Charlies Wooton came and fired an ex- 
plosive bullet into the abdomen of each of 
the wounded men. Wilson Howard died 
shortly after telling the etory of the shoot- 
ing. 

When James B. Howard, who was in 
town, heard of the affair he was almost 
crazy with excitement, and, although his 
friends begged him not to go to the place 
of the Killing, six miles away, he got 
his horse asid started When nearly there 
he stopped at Murray’s store, where per- 
sons were buying grave clothes for Store 
end Howard, and heard that his father was 
not dead, but he was told by the doctor 
who attended him that he could not get 
well. 

Rushing out of the store, intent on going 
to the side of his father and dead brother, 
he met old George Baker face to face, 
Without stopping to consider that he was in 
no danger from the old man, who had tried 
so hard to make peace, and who never car- 
ried a pistol, young Howard leveled his gun 
at Baker and shot bim cead. After staying 
a short time with relatives in Harlan Coun- 
ty Howard gave himself up to a kinsman 
so the tatter could claim the reward of $230, 

The Bakers were charged with killing 
Wilson Howard and Burch Stores and with 
shooting old man Howard, but they were 
acquitted on the examining trial, on Apri 
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worked with Richmond in Kansas City, 
at this time. Herbert, when drinking, told 
many tales about Miss Bonesteel, but they 
conflicted. Few doubted that among them 
all he told the true one. Richmond Corn- 
wall killed Herbert Cornwall in this city, 
July 6, 1897. 

There are those who say that Richmond 
Cornwall did this with malice aforethought 
—that Herbert had threarened to tell the 
Bonesteel story. The killing is familiar to 
every one—how Richmond's father tele- 
graphed him to come and protect him from 
Herbert; how he came to St. Louis and 
within 20 minutes had his brother dead at 
his feet, full of bullets, his skull crushed, 
his blood staining his slayer’s clothing. 
There are stories of his fiendish delight in 
his brother’s gore—and there are other 
stories of his slaying his brother to protect 
his father’s life, as they were quarreling 
at the time he arrived. The jury took that 
view of it. Richmond Cornwall, Cain 
though he was, went free. 

Seemingly, then it was that e@  Tigher 
Power intervened. Cornwal had bought out 
his then brother-in-law’s practice in Kans1s 
City, -but had conducted it under the ol 
name. He had done well up to that time, 
but the change came with the outgoing of 
his brother's life. From that day his busl- 
ness diminished. He lost most of it. Four 
years ago he married the wife who survives 
him, and this seems to have been the one 
happy thing of his life, though it was 
clouded by impending ruin. 

The end last Sunday might be called a se- 
quence of these events, Richmond Cornwall, 
early in the morning, went to the home 
of his brother-in-law, stood on the front 
steps and blew out his brains. He left a 
wrecked practice, a mortgaged home, and a 
wife overcome by the tragedy that was his 
to cause with h!s last mortal act. 

That is the life of Dr. Richmond Cornwall, 
It began in warfare and carnage; H was 
written in blood; it ended in self-destruc- 
tion. Five crimes are charged to him dl- 
rect. One, his brother’s murder, he always 
admitted. Two, Annette Carnall’s and Ma- 
bel Rice’s deaths, others declare he should 
be held responsible for. The fourth, Maude 
Belle Bonesteel’s disappearance, is laid at 
his door by general opinion, The last is 
his own suicide. 

These are the @itrect deeds of blood 
charged against him. There are many other 
tragedies in which he figures. All relate 
to persons whose lives touched his at some 
vital moment.

Now in this process, the yellow is repre-

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A SCIENTIST TELLS 
WHY THE HAIR CURLS. 


T a meeting of the Royal Society in 
London Prof. Arthur Thompson ex- 
hibited a model illustrating how 

curly hair is produced by nature. 

Prof. Thompson explains that straight 
hair is circular in section, while curly halr 
is ribbon-like and fine. In order that the 
tiny hair muscle shall keep the hair erect 


the hair shaft buried In the skin should be 
sufficiently strong to resist any tendency to 
bend. When the hair is fine and ribbon- 
like the shaft is not sufficiently stout to 
resist the muscle. The curve becomes per- 
manent, and affects the follicle in which 
the hair is developed, the softer cells at the 
root of the hair accommodate themselves 
to this curve, and becoming more horny as 
they advance toward the surface, retain 
the form of the follicle; the cells on the 
concave side ef the hair being more com- 
Pressed than those on the convex side. In 
this way the hair retains the form of the 
follicle after it has escaped from it.

MICROBES 
RUN ENGINES. 


Novel Experiments of a Scient- 
ist Which Any Boy 
Can Duplicate, 


RUSSIAN engineer named Mellikof? 
A has invented a small motor which is 

worked by bacteria, A person might 
operate a small toy engine with the force 
generated in a bottle of root beer, or with 
the gas produced by yeast in raising bread, 
or with a mixture of molasses, water and 
yeast, or with any other gas producing sub- 
stance. One might work an engine with the 
compressed air of a bicycle tire, for that 
matter, _. 

Gas of this kind should be genérated tn a 
strong egrthenware jug that will stand a 
great deal of presstire. Quarter fill the jug 
with water, pour in molasses enough to in- 


- 
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quantity of yeast. Such a mixture will bee 
gin immédiately to ferment. A powerful 
gas will be developed. Meantime the mouth 
of the jug should be connected to the steam 
tube of the engine by a stout rubber hoae. 
There should be a stop-cock elther on the 
engine or at the mouth of the jug, so that 
the flow of gas can be controlled. Simple as 
the arrangement may appear, it will result 
in the engine rurining quite rapidly as long 
as the gas holds out. Of when it fa 
all gone, you may turn off the stop-cock 
and allow more gas to be repreduced in the 
jug. In the absence of an engine (which, 
by the way, can be purchased for less than 
a dollar) you might operate a miniature 
fountain by using a fine quill in the cork,

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Manheim, Pa., Received a Gift 118 Years Ago on a Condition-Which 
Is Still Adhered to by the Donor’s and 


NH red rose pays the annua! rental 
of the Zion Latheran Church at 
Manheim, Pa. It is paid by the 
congregation to the heirs of Barpn Henrich 
Withelm GStiegel, by whom the church was 
founded in 1772. The ceremony attending 
the presentation has been amplified into an 
annual Feast of Roses. This year it will be 
eelebrated Sunday, June 11. 
Seven heirs of the Baron are expected te 
be present. They are:

The annual Feast of Roses was inaugu- 
faterated in 1892. In that year the congre- 
gation of Zion's Lutheran Church placed a 
memorial window back of the pulpit, in 
which the principal object of decoration 
was a large red rose. This was symbolical 
of the indebtedness of the church to Baron 
Henry William Stiegel, the founder of Man- 
heim and the first glass and tron manufac- 
turer of note In the United States. This 
ground was deeded to the congregation for- 
ever. The deed given by the Baron to the 
trustees is still preserved in the church ar- 
chives. The clause in which the rental Is 
etipulated follows: 


Yieléiog and paying therefor unto the 
eal4d William Henry Stiegel, bis heirs or 
Gesigne, at the said town of Manheim 
isn the month of June, yearly forever 
hereafter the rent of one red rose, 
if the same ghall be lawfully demand- 
e4 


In 177% the Tatheran congregation had 
erected upon the northwest corner of the 
lot a ema!) frame church, two stories high, 
with a little belfry. In this church the 
Baron worshiped, and he was so well 
pleased with it that he decided to give his 
fellow worshipers a permanent home. Being 
eccentric, as well as romantic, he demand- 
ed the poetical tribute of a rose. 

During the years 1773 and 1774 he collect- 
e4 the rental in person. After that came 
reverses in his fortunes. He left the pretty 
tewn of Manheim, which he had founded, 
and the pretty custom was forgotten. 

In 188, when plans for a new church 
wullding were being laid, the Baron's deed, 
with the romantic clause, was discovered, 
ané tn 1882, after a lapse of 118 years, the 
custom of paying the rose was revived. 

Dr. J. W. Gleling, the church treasurer, 
@iecovered the ancient document, and was 
impressed with the possibility of a symbol!- 
ea) yearly festival, founded upon the beau- 
tiful custom inaugurated by the wealthy 
Baron so many years before. He made his 
plans, submitted them to the other church 


- _—s @uthorities, and announced them through 


newspapers. His idea was simply to 
@ feast of roses, the church ‘to be

great-grandson of the Baron, and express- 
ing a wish to be present at the festival. He 
was at once invited, and the first feast was 
@ success. 

Each successive one has been more large- 
ly attended than the one before, until the 
annual flower festival has come to be looKed 
upon as an event of importance, not only 
in Manheim, but throughout Lancaster 
County. 

The services this year will be elaborate. 
Thousands of people from that part of 
Pennsylvania are expected to attend. The 
church will Se transformed into one huge 
grotto, lined with red roses. From 9 to 10 
o'clock in the morning the Sunday school 
will hold an open congress for the discus- 
sion of “The Resurrection.”’ 

At 10 o’clock a memorial sermon will be 
delivered by Rev. 6. W. Enders, D. D., of 
York, Pa, ° 

But the great event of the day will take 
place at 1:30 p. m. An augmented choir will 
sing, and Dr. M. 8. Brumbaugh, professor 
of pedagogy at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, will deliver the annual address. He 
is an authority on Pennsylvania history, 
and it is expected that be will relate many 
things of interest concerning the Baron 
Stiegel and the early history of the church. 

After that will come the ceremony of 
presenting the rose. Judge J. Hay Brown 
will receive it on the part of the heirs, and 
seven of them, it is expected, will be pres- 
ent to sign the receipt for the annual rental, 
according to law. 

Baron Henrich Wilhelm Stiegey was born 
in Germany, near the town of Manheim, 
Baden, in 1730, At the age of 20 he became 
dissatisfied with his native country, princi- 
pally on account of his brothers, with 
whom he could not agree because of his ec- 
centricities, and determined to come to 
the new world, concerning t@e possibilities 
of which many golden stories had been scat- 
tered abroad. He was worth $200.000, and 
this money he brought with him. He was 
determined to outstrip his brothers in both 
wealth and fame. 

In 1760 the Baron salled from Cowes on 
the ship Nancy and landed at Philadelphia. 
During the next two years he traveled 
around, seeking a sultable location. He de- 
cided to remain in Philadelphia. In Novem- 
ber, 17h, he married Elizabeth, the daugh- 
ter of Jacob Huber, iron master at Bricker- 
ville, Lancaster County. In Philadelphia he 
bullt a house, in which he lived until 1765. 

In 1757 the Baron purchased his father-in- 
law's iron furnace, then one of the oldest 
and largest in the United States. This was 
torn down and a much larger one erected. 
It was named the Elizabeth Furnace, in 
honor of the Baroness, and the township 
in which it was located also took its name 
from her. 

Early the next year the Baron's wife 
died. leaving him two small children, Bar- 
bara and Elizabeth. 

The Baron mourned for his wife so deep- 
ly that he even sought to perpetuate her 
memory on the stoves he manufactured, 
and for a long time every one that went 
out of his foundry was stamped: “H. yu- 
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helm Stiegel und Compagni for Piizabeth.” 

In 1760 the Baron’s furnace was in a high- 
ly prosperous condition and he was get- 
ting rich rapidly. The romantio part of his 
nature again asserted itself, and he wooed 
and won another Elizabeth, Miss Holts of 
Philadelphia. Ghe bore him one son, who 
settled at Bolling Springs, Va., soon after 
his father’s death, In 1783. 

from this son the heirs who expect to be 
present at the Feast of Roses this year are 
descended. 

In 1762 Charlies an4 Alexander Stedman 
purchased a tract of 729 acres in Lancaster 
County, Pa. Toward the close of that year 
the Baron himself surveyed the land and 
divided it into lots, with streets and alleys, 
and laid out a town, which he called Man- 
hein, in honor of the German city of that 
name. 

The Baron, who owned a one-third Inter- 
est in the tract, was the first to build a 
house. Work on it commenced in 1763, bat 
it was not finished until 17%. It was # feet 
square, and made of red bricks imported 
from England and hauled from Philadel- 
phia by the Baron's teams. The building 
was two stories high. The neighbors called 
{t a mansion. The second floor was divided 
into three parts by halls; the half of it on 
the south side was arched and constituted 
the famous chapel, which contained a pul- 
pit from which the Baron was wont to 
teach to his workingmen and others. at 
times the doctrines of the Lutheran faith 
in the German language. The other half 
was divided into two apartments, front and 
rear. The former had beautiful decorations 
of tiles and Scriptural texts and scenes 
upon the mantels. The same division of 
rooms by hallways was had downstairs; the 
great parlor was hung with tapestry, on 
which were painted hunting scenes, life- 
size, with falcons. Some of this tapestry is 
still in the hands of Mr. Arndt, the present 
owner, but the larger part is in the Penn- 
sylvania Historical Society’s rooms in Phil- 
adelphia. 


The Stedman brothers sold their interest 
in the tract to Isaac Cox, who in turn sold 
it to the Baron Stiegel for about $53. He 
thus became the sole owner of Manheim. 

In 1770 the Baron was considered one of 
the wealthiest and most influential men in 
Pennsylvania. He had invested the $200,000 
he had brought to this country In tracts of 
land in many parts of the State under the 
title of the Stiegel Company. He had 20 to 
300 men employed; Elizabeth Furnace was 
in a flourishing condition. Stoves were sent 
out to all parts of the inhabited country. 
The other furnaces and forges in which 
Stiegel had an interest, as well as a glass 
factory, were run to their greatest capa- 
city, and the glassware was carried into the 
markets of Boston, Philadelphia and New 
York. 


The Baron became more ambitious as he 
increased in wealth. He lived extravagant- 
ly and made many unwise investments. He 
held elaborate banquets at his mansion, to 
which distinguished guests were invited. 
His affairs became badly entangled, and in 
August, 1774, he was imprisoned for debt. 
He was forced to spend five months in jail 
and was released on Christmas eve, 


The Revolutionary War prevented him 
from retrieving his fortune, and the Baron 
died without ever again demanding the 
yearly payment of the red rose. 

With fortune gone and health broken the 
Baron retired in 1778 to Brickerville—the 
very point from which he had atarted at 
the age of 22—and taught school until his 
death in 1783. 

The old schoolhouse where he labored is 
still standing near the village of Womels- 
dorf. 

When he lived at Plizabeth, tn 1769—after 
he had finished his mansion, but before he 
had moved into it—the Baron had for his 
guest no less a personage than George 
Washington. The room where the General 
slept is still pointed out to visitors by the 
owners of the house,

THREE REMARKABLE VOYAGES

The Wilmington and Nash- 
ville Penetrate the South 
and North American 
Continents. 


HRPPE remarkable voyages have been 
é 5 made recently by ships belonging to 
the United States Navy, namely, the 
trip of the cruiser Nashville from New Or- 
leans to St. Louls—the longest inland voy- 
age ever made by an ocean-going vessel; 
the voyage of the gunboat Wijmington up 
the Amazon River to the heart of Peru, to 
the foothills of the Andes Mountains, to 
within 200 miles of the Pacific Ocean—the 
longest continuous voyage ever made on 
that mighty river; and the trip of the Wil- 
mington up the Orinoco River to the town 
of Cuildad Bolivar or Angostura, a distance 
of 543 miles. 

The two South American trips were made 
in the interest of geography, science and 
commerce, at the suggestion of the United 
States Government. 

F. B. Loomis, United States Minister to 
Venezuela, accompanied the Wilmington on 
her Orineco trip. Concerning it he says: 

“At 9 o'clock on the morning of January 
19 the Wilmington hoisted her anchor and 
took her route through the Gulf of Paria, 
along the southern shore of Trinidad. 

.wenty hours after our departure we 
caught sight of the estuary of the Delta of 
the Orinoco. 

“The bar was crossed without difficulty, 
although the water was very shallow, for 
it was the dry season. Navigation by this 
mouth is very difficult; no accurate map 
of the Orinoco exists in our Navy Depart- 
ment, and great benefit will be reaped 
from this voyage, for Capt. Todd and Navil- 
gation Officer Carter carefully set out the 
markings for an accurate chart of the route 
covered by them, including abundant 
soundings. 

“For more than 100 miles up the river— 
the Orinoco is more than 1750 miles long— 
the banks are exceedingly low, very unl- 
form and of a peculiar tint. The vegeta- 
tion is exuberant, forming walis of living 
green, and abounding in birds of rare plu- 
mage. 

“In the evening we cast anchor near the 
river Imataca. Strange to relate, we found 
the temperature very agreeable, thus dis- 
pelling another legendary delusion. En- 
counters with mosquitoes, as large as but- 
terfiles, had been predicted for us, but 
not even a fy was seen, and a most pleas- 
ant breeze biew all the night. Without 
dovbdt, in January, the Orinoco is one of 
the most delightful winter resorts of the 
work, . 
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“In the evening, before sunset, there was 
hunting and fishing, and one young offi- 
cer bagged in a few minutes a number of 
birds, which he elatedly took on board. 
They proved to be wild turkeys, but of a 
very rare kind, hardly ever seen, for sev- 
eral old officers and the pilot, who ought 
to have recognized them, took them for a 
species of buzzard. As tothe fishing, it 
is marvelous, and one could have thought 
oneself in Galilee, for scarcely was the 
hook thrown than it had to be with- 
drawn, and almost momentarily superb 
specimens of the genus pieces were landed 
on board. | 

“Passing the Macareo we arrived at Ba- 
rancas, a picturesque village and an impor- 
tant cattle-raising center, from which hun- 
dreds of thousands of animals are annually 
exported to Trinidad, Guadaloupe, Marti- 
nique and Cayenne, and lately to Cuba and 
Porto Rico. The state in which this dis- 
trict is situated is one of the richest of 
the republic, and, at the time of the last 
census, contained not less than 1,250,000 cat- 
tle, worth from $10 to $12 per head. This its 
a fact which sufficiently gives the reason 
why we can never compete in price with 
this country, and especially when it Is re- 
membered that Venezuelans can send cattle 
for a distance of 30 miles up the Orinoco 
to Cuba at less expense than they could be 
sent from Texas to New York. 

“On the 23d wa cast anchor before Old 
Guayana or San Thome, an old castle fort 
bearing some resemblance to that of 
Monte Carlo. San Thome, or Old Guayana, 
was built by the Spaniards in 15%, was 
sacked by Sir Walter Rale‘gh in 1616, when 
he was striving to gain the basin of the 
Cuyunl in search of gold. It was after- 
wards occupied by the Dutch and French 
and again by the English. 

“Leaving San Thome we made our way 
to San Felix or Puerto Tablas at the junc- 
tion of the Rio Caroni and the Orinoco, 
thus @htering the country of old legends, 
for this port leads direct to the region of 
the gold mines and is the real gate to the 
El Dorado. Here one meets at every step 
mules laden starting for the mines of goid 
which are situated 150 miles in the imterior, 
and where is the famous BP! Callao mine, 
at which work will shortly be resumed, and 
which during more than twenty years 
proved to be the second richest gold mine 
in the world, having yielded gold to the 
value of $8,000,000, and having afforded its 
shareholders dividends amounting to $28,- 
000,000. The mine was discovered accident- 
ally by a Jamaican negro named Steibel, 
who sold three-fourths of it to some 
Frenchmen as >oor as himself, but pos- 
seased of intelligence in place of capital. 
In a few years they were all millionaires. 

“At one time more than twelve thousand 
miners were employed in this district, earn- 
ing & wage of % to $12 per day. The one

thing wanting Is a railroad, and it is known 
that a group of English capitalists are only 
awalting the result of the arbitration of 
the Guayana question to propose the con-

traced and surveyed. The region is very 


healthful and of incomparable fertility. 

‘Continuing our ascent, we found the riv- 
er considerably narrower at about 200 miles 
from the mouth and the banks much high- 
er. We were approaching the extensive 
cattle producing district, 

“At 5 o’clock on the morning of the 2th 
we next cast anchor off Cludad Bolivar, 
where all the population, astonished, had 
assembled on the front street, presenting a 
curiously interesting spectacle. The Wil- 
mington saluted the town, and the people 
replied with shouts of ‘Vivan los Ameri- 
canos,’ “Viva el Ministro Loomis.’ 

“Ciudad Bolivar is situated at M3 miles 
from the mouth of the Orinoco, on the 
left bank of the river, and is built on a 
black rock. It is the emporium of all the 
commerce of the Orinoco and of Rio Ne- 
gro, and carries on an extensive trade in 
cattle, tonka beans, rubber, balata, etc. Al- 
most all the large commercial houses be- 
long to foreigners, principally Germans, 
Frenchmen and Italians, and trade chiefly 
in supplies and provisions, furnishing the 
mines and cattle men, and, in the wet sea- 
son, wheh the river runs high, revictualing 
by means of small sailing craft all the In- 
dian villages as far as the boundaries of 
Columbia. The shipping trade is done by 
an Anglo-American company, which has 12 
steamers of not more than six to eight feet 
draft, built especially in the United States 
for this service, which ascend the river 
to a great height and run from Ciudad Bol- 
ivar to Port of Spain, Trinidad. 

“The Wilmington did not ascend beyond 
Culdad Bolivar, owing to the lowness of the 
water. It might have been possible to go 
20 miles further, but the captain did not 
think it advisable to do so. 

“After a few days the Wilmington re- 
sumed her journéy, visiting the Venezuelan 
coast and stopping at Carupano and Guan- 
ta, where a cordial demonstration awaited 
the representatives of the United States. 
A Government deputation, led by a very 
good band, came to meet our Minister and 
the officers and took them by special train 
to Barcelona the capital of the State of 
that name, where an enormous house had 
been specially prepared for them. An ex- 
cellent breakfast was served the visitors 
by the President of the State and they}toon 
the'r departure at 3:30. 

‘The object of the voyage has been ac- 
complished. The United States has wun- 
furled the flag in regions hitherto unex- 
piored, and an exchange of ideas and a 
current. of sympathy between the two na- 
tions, if one can Judge from the demonstra. 
tions, bas been created.”

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SUNSTROKE. 
By Dr .Clarence Martin. 
GS ‘proaucea is aw diseased condition 


produced by excessive heat, and is 

one of the oldest of recognized dis- 
eases—two instances being mentioned in the 
Bible. The heat causes changes in the 
composition of the blood, its proportions 
and properties being altered. Owing to 
the effect of the heat on the center in the 
brain, which presides over the distribu- 
tion of the heat, more heat is produced 
and jess given off than normally. This re- 
tention of heat causes the symptoms which 
characterize the condition known as sun- 
stroke. 


The onget is generally marked by a tem- 
perature reaching 112 degrees or 115 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The impending symp- 
toms are pain in the head, dizziness, a [feel- 
ing of oppression and in many instances 
nausea and vomiting. Various colons ap- 
«pear before the eyes. Insensibility soon fol- 
lows, and with it the face becomes flushed, 
the skin clammy and the pulse full and 
bounding. The pulse beats with a rapidity 
varying from 100 to 160 per minute, this 
depending upon the temperature of the 
body. 

Sunstroke is most frequent in those who 

are subjected to privation, unsanitary sur- 


roundings, fatigue of body or mind, anc 
emotional excitement. Nearly every victim 
of sunstroke is'a beer-drinker or the user 
of other alcoholic beverages. One attack 
renders one liable to another. One pa- 
tient who had suffered a sunstroke became 
so susceptible to heat that he lived com- 
fortably only in the cellar, surrounded by 
ice, and finally sought refuge in Alaska. 
Other disagreeable effects, such as loss of 
memory or inability to concentrate the 
mind, may follow a sunstroke. Such pa- 
tients are always worse in the summer 
months. 


The prevention of sunstroke is of far 
more importance than the. treatment. 
Where people work in small and closely 
crowded rooms, they should have free ven- 
tilation—artificial ventilation, if possible. 
It is not necessary to be at work in the 
direct rays of the sun to be stricken, for 
many cases happen in rooms not reached 
by the eun, and at a time when the sun 
is not shining. Men working in the sun 
should wear straw hats, in which is placed 
a wet cloth or green leaves to absorb the 
heat. For this purpose a cabbage leaf 
answers very well. Persons exposed to the 
heat should lead regular lives and abstain 
from irregular or heavy eating and alco- 
holic drinks, especially. A vegetable diet 
should be followed as closely as possible 


and cold oat-meal water used to quench 
the thirst. Clothing that will not interfere 
with the radiation of the heat should be 
worn, 


When a person is device have ni re- 
moved at once to the shade, and take ad- 
vantage of any breeze that may. be stir- 
ring. Loosen all constricting clothing and 
remove aH that may be dispensed with. 
Do not let a crowd congregate around 
fhe patient and shut off his supply of air. 
If the means be at hand, the best pian is 
at once to put the patient in an ice bath, 
keeping him there until his temperature is 
lowered to normal, or until he becomes 
conscious. ‘This will: accomplish the best 
results. If this ts not practicable, apply 
ice to the head and wind sheets, wtung 
out in ice water, around tfe body. The 
point is to reduce the heat of the body as 


quickly as possible. Ammonia may be held > 


to the nose, and in the event of threat- 
ened collapse, stimulants, such as whisky, 
should be given until the condition of the 
patient improves. In certain cases bileed- 
ing will be of great service, the congested 
condition of the brain thus being relieved. 
When these measures do not seem to have 
the desired effect, resort to artificial respir- 
ation, with the view of sustaining life un- 
til the foregoing remedial agents begin to 
act favorably.

‘ance. of a physician cannot be ‘imme- 
dtately obtained, the best apptfeation is 

picric acid, which should be keptéin évery 
hcusehoMl. This*tomes In *he form'of a 
powder. It is not soluble in water, but is- 
prepared for application by being mixed 
with water unti? it is the cohsistenoy of 
thin paste. Bandages saturated with it 
are bound around the scalded perts, It is 
very efficacious in giving immediate relief, 
averting the collapse of shock and prevent- 
ing the formation of blisters. 

If picric acid is not at hand any oll, sweet 
oll or linseed oil, may be applied to keep the 
air from thé scalded‘ parts. Lime water 
mixed with the oll makes it better by act- 
ing as an astringent and contracting the 
capillaries of the superficial. circulation, 
preventing the blood lymph from bouing out 
and causing blisters. 

A very good application is carron ol 
which is a mixture of linseed ofl and lime 


water.in equal parts, and a 3 per Sent solu- 
tion of carbolic acid.

The 
owners of the ship announced they would 
etand the loss, and the Insurance companies 
promptly offered to pay, and to cap the 
climax the owners of the cargo refused to 
accept a cent—an instance of great-souled 
manhood all around. 

In 1891 and 1892, when Russia's famine was 
at ite worst, the millers of the Northwest 
offered a cargo of flour, and it was accepted 
by the Russian Government—altogether 
6,000,000 pounds, $100,000 worth of flour, and 
two trainloads of corn, from 40 cities, 
towns and counties in % States. The Mis- 
sour! took all this and more absolutely free 
to Russia. The food filled M1 cars and fed 
30,000 people, and the government presented 
to the ship handsome acknowledgments. 

Her fate continued. Ghe rescued the 
steamship Delaware, towing her 700 miles to 
Halifax, and the Bertha, towing her to 
Barry. England, making a total of lives to 
her credit of near 1000, not one of whom was 
dost. 

Sentimem as well as patriotism turned

of trusts. With this law any dealer or con- 
sumer who finds himself threatened by the 
proposed formation of a trust may appeal 
to the court to prevent the formation of 
that trust. Or if the trust has already 
been formed and any dealer or consumer 
finds himself injured by its operation he 
may ask the courts to enjoin the alleged 
trust from further operation. 

Two other laws enacted provide means 
of procuring evidence in trust cases, pro- 
vide far the appointment of examiners to 
take the testimony and otherwise specify 
the technical machinery necessary to per- 
fect the code of defense against trusts and 
their operation. 

Last, but most tmportant of all in the 
estimation of the Attorney-General, is the 
little amendatory act whose passage he ac- 
complished by stealth. 

This act amends the corporation law of 
Missourlt. In this State the capital stock 
of corporations is limited to $10,000,000. The 
act in question amends the general cor- 
poration law by requiring that all corpora- 
tions doing business in this State shall in- 
corporate under the laws of Misouri and 
shall pay a license of $10. 

The effect of this is to compel every cor- 
poration in the country doing business in 
Miesour! to reincorporate under the laws 
of Missouri. If they have a capital stock 
of more than $10,000,000 they cannot incor- 
porate in this state and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral believes every trust now operating any- 
where in the country will be barred. from 
Missour! by this simple little provision. 
Thislaw makes it unnecessary for the Attor- 
ney-General to collect evidence against al- 
leged trusts. All he will have to do will be 
to prove that a corporation doing business 
in this State has not a Missouri charter. 


Aside from these lawe, of which the At- 
torney-General is the author, the general 
anti-trust law of the State was perfected 
by the last Assembly by striking out the 
clause exempting the insurance companies 
of St. Louis and Kansas City from its oper- 
ation, 

Anti-trust legislation in Missouri dates 
back to 1889. There is a general law against 
trusts, pools and monopolies in the re- 
vised statutes of 1889. In 1891 it was added 
to by the enactment of a measure, one 
clause of which formed the basis of the 
recently decided suit against a paint com- 
pany, .in which the court held that persons 
or corporations could not be held liable 
for debts to a trust. 

In 189% another general anti-trust law was 


passed. 

Texas took a fall out of the trusts by the 
enactment of a law, whieh is declared to 
be the most stringent yet devised. The new 
law becomes effective January 1, 1900, thus 
giving all parties concerned an opportunity 
to get from under. 

The essence of the Texas law is as fol- 
lows: 

“Every combination of capital or its 
equivalent for the restraint of trade, wheth- 
er organized uncer the laws of Texas or 
any other State, doing business within the 
State, ie deemed a trust or monopoly. 

“The giving away of an article or sell- 
ing it for less than cost for the purpose 
of preventing free competition in manufac- 
ture or distribution is prohibited. 


*Refusaj] to buy of or sell to any person 
because he is not a member of a combina. 
tion is prohibited. 

“Combinations for the regulation of in- 
surance are prohibited. 


“Violators of the act are subject to a 


loss of their charters or prohibited from 
doing business within the State and are 
subject to a fine of $200 to $5000 for each 
offense. Each day’s business is a separate 
offense. 


“Prosecutors are given one-fourth of the 
penalties. All court business may be set 
aside for the trial of a case under this act, 


“Purchasers of articles manufactured by 
violators of the law cannot be obliged to 
pay for them, 


“Each corporation is required yearly to 
state under oath whether it is in any pool, 
Failure to answer within 3 days is consid- 
ered evidence of guilt. 

“All associations for the collection of 
news or its distribution which refuse to 
sell to all applicants are considered guilty 
without extenuation.” 


The law defines with great minuteness 
what constitutes a trust or monopoly, con- 
sidering even fire insurance and like con- 
cerns as of that class, and states what they 
may do in furtherance of their business 
and what they may not do under penalty of 
the heavy fines of the measure. It concludes 
by declaring that any association for the 
collection of news and its distribution 
which shall reserve the right of choosing to 
whom it shall sell its wares is a monopoly 
and subject to the penalties of the act. 

In setting forth the ecope of the act the 
greatest care is given to defining what in- 
dustries come under the ban. 


A monopoly is declared to be any union 
or combination or consolidation or affilia- 
tion of capital, credit, assets, 
trade, custom, skill or acts or of any other 
valuable thing or possession by or between 
persons, firms or corporations, or associa- 
tions of persons, firms or - corporations, 
whereby any of the purposes or objects 
mentioned in the act are accomplished or 
are sought to be accomplished or promoted, 
or whereby the results set forth In the act 
are “reasonably calculated” to be produced, 


Methods by which trusts and monopolies 
seek to drive competition out of business 
are treated with great care. After stating 
what a trust and a monopoly is, the third 
section sets forth that any of the various 
bodies described in the act which “shall, 
with the intent or purpose of driving out 
competition, or for the purpose of financial. 
ly injuring creditors, sell at less than the 
cost of manufacture, or give away thelr 
manufactured products for the purpose of 
driving cut competition or injuring a com- 
petitor, shall be guilty of a conspiracy to 
form or secure a trust or monopoly in re- 
straint of trade, and on conviction shall re- 
ceive the penalty of the act. 

The next section provides that If any per- 
eon declared to be subject to the provisions 
of the act refuses to buy from or sell to 
any other person or corporation for the 
reason that such person or corporation is 
not a member or a party to a pool, or if Re 
shall boycott or threaten any person or 
corporation who ts not a party to such pool, 
he shall be declared to be in violation of

So enthusiastic is Gov. Sayers over the 
anti-trust campaign that he has suggested 
and is about to carry into effect, the call- 
ing of an anti-trust convention of govern- 
ors and attorney-generals, at which ways 
and means may be devised for solidifying 
the forces of the opposition to monopolies. 

Arkansas fared badly in its first bout 
with the trusts. The last Legislature en- 
acted a special law against combinations 


of insurance companies for the maintenance 
of rates. The law provides a penalty of 
$100 a day for its violation. 

immediately after the law became opera- 
tive, the Attorney-General instituted pro- 
ceedings against the insurance companies 
alleged to be doing business in violation of 
the act. The case was heard by the Supreme 
Court, and last Saturday a decision was 
rendered, adverse to the State.

Criminal Prosecutions Described As 


the Miners 


OV. FRANK STEUNBENBURG of 
Idaho and Gen. Merriam of he reg- 
ular army have undertaken the big- 

gest task of criminal prosecution known in 
American history. 

They have secured the indictment of 1500 
men for capital crimes, and propose to pun- 
ish them. 

The men are being imprisoned in stock- 
ades—the jails of Idaho being too few and 
too small to accommodate them—ae fast as 
they can be arrested. 

Shoshone County is ruled by the military 
and membership in a labor union is called 
a crime. 

All of this means that Idaho, and partic- 


ularly Shoshone County is in the throes of 
a Bo per. struggle between organized labor 
A capital ‘the miners deciare that they 
are fighting for a principle and for exist- 
ence, and that the operators have been 
guilty of oppression. 

The war between the union miners of the 
Coeur d’Alenes and the mine operators has 
continued six years. 

It reached a climax April 29, in the com- 
plete destruction of the mine of the Bunk- 
er Hill and Sullivan Co. at Wardner, Idaho, 
The mine was destroyed with dynamite by 
between 1000 and 1500 union miners from 
all parts of that section. y man was

n @ morning of Saturday, April 
1000 miners from the guiches and hills o 
the Coeur d@’Alenes captured a train o 
nine cars and two engines.

QD prearranged. 6 train was run to 
Wallace, where an abundant supply of am- 
munition was procured. It then proceedéd 
to Wardner, where the mine to be de- 
stroyed was located. Firing a few shots to 
frighten the employes from the mine, the 
masked men quickly placed large quanti- 
ties of dynamite under the mill containing 
all the machinery of the mine, valued at 
$250,000. Warning every one to a safe dis- 
tance, the jeaders lighted the fuses, and 
a few moments iater, with detonations that 
were heard 20 miles away, the great mining 
Plant was blown to atoms. 

Firing their Winchesters and revolvers in 
the air in celebration of their victory, the 
destroyers climbed on their train and de- 
parted. Two persons were killed by otray 
shots and one person was slightly injured.

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HB fin de siecle suicide of Dr. Leon 
ik Laforest of Paris is regarded as pe- 

culiarly an end-of-the-entury epi- 
sode. He was house physician of the State- 
aided Hospital for Children at Thials, near 
the capital. His professional etanding was 
high and his income good. Early in May 
a charge of grossly immoral conduct was 
brought against him by a citizen. A ju- 
dicial investigation was commenced, but 
the Magistrate refused to hold him. Fur- 
ther charges were then made and the 
doctor was warned that he would have to 
etand trial. 

According to French law, after being 
thus notified, a man is ilable to be called 
to trial at any minute. Dr. Laforest had 
protested his innocence to his wife as ve- 
hemently as he had to the officers. All 
day Sunday he sought for a Magistrate 
to give him a hearing, or a police officer 
to arrest him, but the evidence was not in 
shape and he was refused at every turn. 

Thoroughly disheartened and unnerved, 
that night he confessed to his wife that he 
Was guilty. He was completely over- 
whelmed with ehame and agreed with his 
wife that the best thing he could do was to 
end his life, for the sake of his children. 

In France a man is supposed to save his 
family from the disgrace which his acta 
may have brought upon them by tAaking 
his life. By so doing he is considered to 
exhibit a fine nature, which almost atones 
for his miedeeds. 

Dr. Laforest agreed to commit suicide at 
his wife’s suggestion. She helped him pre- 
pare his study as a death chamber by 
closing all of the doors and windows and 
Stuffing felt into the cracks and keyholes. 
Then she. turned on every gas jet in the 
Toom. She embraced her husband and he 
Went inside and laid down—to dle. 

Bhe etood at the door to prevent his es- 
cape and to encourage his weak mind to 
face death.

CARLOAD of Texas flowers, consist-

Confederate prisoners buried at North Al- 
ton, Ill. during the Civil War. 

This was the first case in the history of 
post-bellum days that the men who fought 
for the Union have helped decorate the 
graves of the men who upheld the Lost 
Cause. 

The flowers were shipped to North Alton 
at the expense of the Union veterans at 
Granbury and were distributed by still 
other Union veterans and by sympathetic 
women and little children. 

As they viewed the thousand graves of 


their former enemies a spontaneous feeling 
of pity at their neglected condition arose, 
and without consultation every heart 
seemed to say: 

‘“‘Let us erect a monument.”

No sooner was 
this determination made public than the 
whole town of Granbury rose up to help 
him carry it out. Every man, woman and 
child, whether of Northern or Southera 
birth, wanted to contribute flowers, Capt, 
Catts was overwhelmed with offers. He 
could have sent three or four carioads, had 
he considered them necessary or advisable, 
Enthusiasm was spontaneous and wunani- 
mous. The G. A. R. post, the Women's Re- 
lief Corps and hundreds who belonged te 
neither flocked to headquarters with their 
floral contributions and last Monday Capt. 
Catts started triumphantly from Texas 
with his carload of flowers for the Con- 
federate dead at North Alton. 


They arrived safely on the evening of 
Memorial Day and were turned over te 
the G. A. R. post of Alton and to the mem- 
bers of the Women's Rellef Corps. The 
next morning, while they were still fresh 
and bright with the drops which bad pro« 
served them during their long journey 
from the South, they were hauled to the ” 
cemetery and scattered over the graves of 
the unknown dead by the hands of Union 
veterans, their wives end daughters ang 
friends and by hundreds of schoo! children, 

After this ceremony, addresses were made

TRAIN THE EVIL OUT OF CHILDREN x 


By Cesare Lombroso. 


ARTINTS, and above all, mothers, have 
‘ir every case the power, by care 

. and knowledge,. to prevent their 
fhwdren from becoming bad or criminal. 
af there were not some criminal tenden- 
cles, or at least possibilities, in the child, 
it could never become a criminal man or 
woman. That such tendencies do exist is 
beyond doubt, for criminology has demon- 
strated ‘beyond any question that in the 
children of criminals and in some even of 
respectable parents there are certain marks 
of degeneracy which point to a capacity 
for and tendency toward crime. 

These marks are now well agreed upon. 
Wirst, there is the ear. The criminal ear 
fe recognized by every one. It is caused 
by malnutrition, due generally to nervous 
disorders. The child born with a jug- 
neal ear is marked for crime unless 


some strenuous efforts are made to alter 
the direction of and control his tenden- 
cies. It is not his ear that does it, but the 
ear marks the inner weakness which may 
lead to crime. 

The parent or teacher may not be able 
to alter the shape of the ear altogether, 
but it may be modified by proper care and 
nourishment, as the ear general’ y grows un- 
til the 26th year, but the nervous weakness 
which it indicates may be and should be 
combated unless the child is to become a 
curse to itself and the world. 

Another important mark of criminal ten- 
dency is the shape of the teeth and jaws. 
When these are irregular and unsymmetri- 
cal they are due to malnutrition from ner- 
vous or other causes before birth, and are 
generally accepted marks of degeneracy. 
The prevention of crime in the child thus 
begins before its birth if the parents are 
wise enough to begin thus early to recog-

nize their responsibility. But even if they 
have not done so the case of the child is far 
from being hopeless. 

There are other marks of weakness which 
may become criminal -that should be 
noted, 

If the child ts fiat-footed, do not pass 
it by as a mere freak of nature. The 
reason here also is weakness, or poor nu- 
trition of the nerves. Many criminals have 
been found to have been born or to have 
developed flat-footedness. This is another 
alarm signal to the watchful parent. It !s 
another indication of radical weakness 
which food and training must overcome, 

Other marks of degeneracy are the lines 
on the hands, and the conformation of the 
head itself, but these are best studied in 
the adult when fully @eveloped. The 
methods which have been devised for the 
training of the children of criminals taken 
away from their parents in one way or 
another will best illustrate what can be 
done to overcome the natural tendencies 
toward criminal lives.

ands of children of the streets and made 
good citizens of them during the past 3 
years. It is certain that if we would pre- 
vent the development of criminals they 
must be taken at the earliest possible age 
—in infancy. This is what Dr. Bernardo 
has done with eminent success. He says 
that the attempts to reform adult crimin- 
als are defeated by habit and association. 

Eighty-five per cent of the 60,000 children 
taken into the 80 institutions founded Dy 
Barnardo. were of alcoholic parents, with 
poor constitutions and every tendency to 
crime, yet but 1 per cent of these have 
failed to become normal, law-abiding men 
and women. 

Dr. Barnardo acepts all abandoned chil- 
dren, studies them carefully and then sends 
them to one of ais houses in the country 
or to Canada when they are old enough. 
He has sent 9000 there with the best results. 
One of the secrets of his success lies in !so- 
lating the children in sections, giving them 
every opportunity to develop their best 
qualities, and avoiding what he calls the 
“institutional stamp.”’ 

Children of the same age are kept to- 
gether, but each individual] Is treated ao- 
cording to his needs. Whena child reaches 
the ase Of 13 Barnardo gives it work to cu,

but up to that time ft has had all of the 
care, and aa pleasant, quiet surroundings 
as the most fortunate children, They have 
toys, birds, anima!s and play ‘n beautiful 
gardens. Thirty miles from London he 
has a little village of 30 small houses with 
pretty gardens attached, in each of whioh 
are 20 girls taken from London sidewalks, 
Here they are trained to become self-sup- 
porting and self-respecting under the guldé- 
ance of a pleasant, kindly matron. 

He reaches out for the boys, too. He 
aims to reform them before they commit 
any serious crimes instead of walting, @s 
is generally done, for a boy-to be @0Be- 
victed of crime before reforming him. 


If he could take away every child ef 
criminal parents and place it amid the 
proper suroundings and under the right Ime 
fluences there is no reason why a single gen- 
eration should not see the almost total 
elimination of criminals. 

Vidocq says that the wives of thieves and 
assassins are more dangerous than thelr 
husbands, and every one knows the influ 
ence of a mother on her children. Is there 
any doubt that society ought to take away 
the children of criminals from their par- 
euis in lis owg deleuse?

\ HERD has been a greater advance 
in the art of human flight during 
the last 10 years than in any equal 

period’ previously,” eaid Examiner Towns- 

end ,chief of the division of aeronautics in 
the Patent Office, yesterday. “In this direc- 
tion Prof, 8S, P, Langley has accomplished 
more than any other living man. It is his 
opinion, and I agree with him, that the

automatically. When that is obtained the 
problem will be solved. 


“A bird has euch an automatio balancing 
mechanism in its spinal cord. So, too, has 
man, else he would not be able to ride a 
bicycle or even to walk. 


“Two men, one here and the other in 
M@ngland, are doing the really important 
work in the study of man-fliight at present, 
one of theth being Langley and the other 
Maxim, the gunmaker. Mr. Maxim has 
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®pent @ great deal of money on experiments 
in this line, and has succeeded in lifting e 
very large and heavy machine into the 
air together with two passengers. Unfor- 
tunately the trial trip resulted disastrous. 
ly, smashing the epparatus to pieces, and 
the inventor has not made another effort as 
yet, on account of the large expense in- 
volved. His contrivance consists of an 
aeroplane driven by huge cloth-covered pro- 
pellers, which are operatell by a powerful 
engine. It runs at first, to get a start, on 
& level track of rails, and is finally up- 
lifted when it has attained a speed of 30 
miles an hour or 60 by the resistance 
which the air offers to the aeroplane car- 
ried above, the latter being held at a slant 
for the purpose.” 

It has been estimated recently that ducks, 
fiying at the rate of 47 miles an hour, de- 
velop one-horse power for every six pounds 
of their weight. This has been approached 
most nearly by Maxim, who has attained

one-horse power from eight pounds of en- 
gine. 

Up to date the steam engine has proved 
itself better than any other kind for use 
in connection wits flying machines, sim- 
ply because it is lighter for the amount 
of energy developed. 

At the same time the advocates of the 
aeroplane system of aerial locomotion 
have ‘abandoned the old-time notion that it 
is necessary for a machine-to be lighter 
than the air in order that it shall be able 
to fly. Prof. Langley’s aerodrome is about 
1000 times as heavy as the air in which it 
is expected to float. 

Prof. Langley says that he proposes to 
build an aerodrome of much larger size, 
which will carry a condensing apparatus, 
#0 as to use the same water over and over, 
and in this way the machine may be kept 
afloat for a very considerable length of 
time. 

Some folks have been disposed to jeer on 
account’ of the misadventure which befel 
the distinguished inventor's latest effort the 
other day, when a new mode) of the air 
runner fel) ingloriously into the Potomac; 
but it should be remembered that only two 
years ago the professor succeeded in fiy- 
ing a similar machine for a distance of 
three-quarters of a mile at Occoquan, Va., 
at the end of which it alighted as gently 
and gracefully as a bird, having exhausted 
its supply of steam. It was in the air for 
@ minute and 4 seconds. 

Several ideas on the subject of man flight 
hitherto accepted have been entirely aban- 
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doned by aeronauts of thé new school The 
notion that a man could possibly, by the 
help of any contrivance, propel himself in 
the air by his own muscular power, was 
given up long ago by everybody but the 
cranks, More notable fs the mistake of sup- 
posing that in order to fly it is necessary 
to go high in the air. All the purposes aimed 
at would be accomplished perfectly by at- 
taining an elevation of 100 feet or so. Prof. 
Langley has discovered that the resistance 
offered by the atmosphere to an aeroplane 
is only about one-fiftieth of what used to 
be imagined. Furthermore, it is not true, 
as was taken for granted until recently, 
that the air is too tenuous a medium for the 
effective operation of a propellor, thé fact 
being that it offers all the resistance neces- 
sary, and the speed to be attained depends 
merely upon the size of the propeller end 
the speed at which it is revolved. 

The most remarkable discovery made by 
Prof. Langley is that the difficulty of keep- 
ing a new-style airship afloat diminishes in

proportion as the speed is increased. This 


may be illustrated by the case of a boy 
who knows that very thin ice which would 
break under him if he skated slowly over 
it will support him if he goes fast enough. 
Indeed, if one could travel at a rate suf- 


.Gciently rapid one would be upheld actually 
‘by the surface of still water. 


From the first the Smithsonian Secretary 
has taken for his model the soaring bird, 
like the eagle or condor, which, though 
hundreds of times heavier than the atmos- 


ing its wings to the air currents. Thus 
the flying animal !{s sustained by the force 
of the air currents themselves. If man 
only possessed this art, which in the bird 
is an instinct, he would be able to do the 
same thing when equipped for the purpose 
with suitable artificial wings. 

One of the most serious problems in con- 
nection with human volitation is the diffi- 
culty of landing safely. Even if one knew 
how to ascend into the air and to float 
there as long as he wished, the amusement 
would never be popular so long as no safe 
means was known for regaining terra 
firma. The bird gets over this trouble by 
opposing its wings and body to the wind, 
thus bringing itself to a pause when it is 
about to alight. If there is no wind it ac- 
complishes the same result by gliding up- 
ward at a steep incline and then dropping 
gracefully with extended wings. 

LAlienthal, who was killed not long ago 
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while making one of his fyitig experi- 
ments, was more successful than anybody 
else has ever been in counterfelting the 
methods of the bird. He found that by 
jumping from a height, with enormously 
extended wings attached to his body, he 
could geoar for a,distance equal to seven 
times the elevation. That Is to say, leap- 
ing from a perch 100 feet high he could 
fly 700 feet. a 

Congress two years ago gave to Prof. 
Langley a considerable sum of money for 
the continuance of his flying experiments, 
and it is more than likely that further ap- 
propriations for the same purpose will be 
forthcoming. Never in any time or age has 
so much effort and so much thought been 
given to the question of human flight. 

Both the French and German Govern- 
ments are spending much money in the de- 
velopments of flying machines. 

M. Santos-Dumont made an audacious 
ascent last Beptember in a ship which 
consists of a long cylinder 60 meters in 
diameter, ending in the point usual with 
steering balloons, This is made of Japanese 
silk, very light and strong. The paddies 
are of aluminum, opening at the will of 
the operator. It rose with the inventer 400 
meters and was easily steefed, but the gas 
escaped from the balloon and he descended 
safely to the ground. 

M. Giampetro has made his balloon: en- 
tirely of aluminum, and filled with hydre- 
gen the whole weighs 1110 kilograms. The 
steering is done by a combination of the 
propellers and sails on top.

HE “REV.” A. R. FOWLDR is pris- 
TT oner No, 14,513 in the South Carolina 
Penitentiary. He has been a preach- 
er and has lost both his arms. 

Nevertheless, the offense for which Fow- 
ler was imprisoned was forgery—not one 
forgery charged, but several. 

He is now writing in. his cell with a 
pen strapped to his right arm stump a 
book entitled ‘From Pulpit to Peniten- 
tiary.’’ He is seeking a pardon and may 
get it, but not without vigorous protests 
from people whom he has swindled. They 
call him a dangerous criminal and see no 
reason’ why his sentence of five years 
should: be shortened. 

Fowler is a native of Greenville County, 
S. C. He came of good stock and prom- 
ised to be a shining light. He was bright 
and stu@ous, and even when a boy relig- 
iously inclined. He was educated at the 
Presbyterian College at Clinton, S. C., and 
then came to the Theological Seminary 
in Columbia to study for the ministry. 
Here his instructors were among the 
Strongest men in the church, Dr. James 
Worden, LL. D., of evolution fame, being 
one of ther. 

Fowler always had a gift for literary 
work. He was made assistant editor of the 
Journal, the organ of the Presbyterian col- 
leges in this State. This place he held for 
some time. 

Before his ordination as a Presbyterian 
minister he changed his faith somewhat. 
Presbyterianism did not grow upon him, 


and he decided not to make the preaching 
of that creed his HUfe work. Methodism 
suited him ‘better, and .for a while he 
preached that faith in Greenville County. 

Four years ago he went to Atlanta. Here 
he took an interest in business matters, 
and by his gentlemanly bearing and suave 
manner made friends rapidly. 

He insured his life in two accident com- 
panies—the Etna and the Preferred. Fow- 
ler was a great sportsman, fond of part- 
ridge shooting, and soon after getting in- 
sured he shot off his left arm while hunt- 
ing. One of his policies'was paid. The Etna 
contested payment because the policy had 
not been delivered. The case went to the 
Supreme Court and Fowler lost $2000. 

Shortly afterward he applied to the Etna 
for a $10,000 policy. He had verbal promise 
of protection until the company could be 
heard from, but the application was not 
accepted for that amount because of his 
having lost one arm, 


The company did not accept the applica- 
tion for $10,000, but authorized the issuance 
of a policy for $000. In the meantime Fow- 
ler went bird hunting with his one arm. 
He came back with that arm also dang- 
ling uselessly, a whole load of shot having 
passed through it. Both arms are now 
cut off just below the elbow. 

The insurance company indemnified him 
for the amount contracted for and Fowler 
pocketed $1,666.66. 

It was just before this last accident that 
Fowler entangled himself in forgery cases, 
He was then an insurance agent. As Fow- 
ler tells the story ‘himself, there are miti- 
gating circumstances. 

He contracted, he says, with a gntleman 
in Greenville—B. H. Livermore—to obtain 
the charter for a mutual insurance com- 
pany in Texas. Livermore was to advance 
$1000 and Fowler to give his note for that 
amount until the charter was obtained. 
He drew only $230 from Livermore and Was 
successful in getting the charter.

But Livermore refused to take it and held 
the note against him, afterwards selling it 
to J. B. Redwine of Atlanta for $275. Red- 
wine demanded full payment from Fow- 
ler, who offered him $250. This was refused 
and Fowler was arrested for forging the 
indorsement on the note. 

The forged indorsement was a true Dill. 
It was the name of Fowler’s brother-in- 
law, J. D. Harris. He was convicted and 
sentenced, but appealed to the Supreme 
Court. In the meantime he was admitted 
to bail. 

When notified by his attorney that. his 
appeal to the Supreme Court had been d:-s- 
missed Fowler notified the Sheriff that he 
was ready to go to the penitentiary. The 
Sheriff replied that he would have to go 
by himself and pay his own way. He re- 
fused to do this, and went to his home in 
Greenville until the penitentiary authori- 
ties sent a guard to bring him to prison. 

Fowler’s friends in Greenville have made 
a strong petition to the Governor for his 
pardon. They have been working up sen- 
timent in his favor during the past year. 
The man is of no service to the peniten- 
tiary, and having no arms is a great in- 
convenience in some respects, frequently 
needing an attendant to administer to his 
wants. His duties at present are light— 
hé scares pigeons and sparrows off the 
strawberry beds in the prison walls. That 
is as near as he can come to the “hard 
labor’’ named in his sentence. 

Owing to the illness and absence of the 
Governor no action has been takén on his 
case. Fowler says he has received kind 
treatment in prison and is permitted to 
read religious books and papers. 

He has a farm in Greenville, ta which he 
expects to return on being released. There 
he will complete the history. of his _ life. 
“Then,”’ he says, “I will pay off my debts 
and if I can reinstate myself in the con- 
fidence of the people I will resume the 
duties of the ministry.’ 

Fowler writes fairly good... He-has the

OLD lives in river bottums. 
C; richest diggings in the wianaibe a fw 
along the edge of small creeks, and 
the gold is found in greatest quantities 
down upon bedrock, the washings from up- 
streams of ages. 

There’s a queer, squat, ungainly craft on 
her way to the United States of Colombia 
to test on a large-seale the possibility of 
dredging gold from river bottoms. She is 
the steam dredge Margaret, towed by the 
monster ocean tug Luckenback, and accom- 
panied by a smaller tug, the Nellie M. Gaz- 
zam, which will take charge of the dredge 
after she has reached her working ground. 
' The arrangements have all been made by 
the American Gold Dredging Co. of Phila- 
delphia, who are looking for a return from 
their investment because of the vast 
amount of ‘“‘pay dirt’ the dredge can scoop 
up. 

Every time her big steam shovel goes 
down into the mud it will bring up a bar- 
rel of dirt. This is dumped into a long 
trough, and washed with water pumped 
from the river. Riffles along the bottom 
of the trough will hold the gold bearing 


debris for a second and more careful wash- - 


ing.

tle mountain rivulets that bring down gold 
from the hills. For years the natives have 
been accustomed in dry weather, when the 
water is very low, to dig with round wood- 
en basins which divers fill from the river 
bottom.

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Two or three pounds will plant an 
acre. 

When the seeds are out of danger from 
insects and the young vines come up, they 
are thinned to three or four plants to the 
hill. When a plant has four or live rough 
leaves the end of the main shoot is pinched 
off. This hastens the lateral branches, 
strengthens the growth of the vine end 
brings the fruit to earlier maturity. 

The cantaloupe vine clings closely to the 
ground. The average length is six feet. At 
the ground it is sometimes as big around as 
@ man’s finger, tapering at the growing end 
to a mere tendril. The color is bright green 
at first, getting darker as the vine ages, The 
leaves, which are not large, are covered 
with a white, coarse fuzz. 

An odd fact is that the roots of a canta. 
loupe vine are just as long as the vine 
itself. Like the roots of various other 
plants these seem “instinctively” to grow 
in the direction in which the most water 
may be found. 

The cantaloupe requires the greatest care 
in cultivation. Rains, after the melon has 
begun setting on the vines, are very damag- 
ing, as the cantaloupe is sensitive to water. 
Especially is this true at the time the fruit 
is ripening. The melon absorbs the water 
and the fruit is spoiled. 

The cantaloupe takes its flavor only #0 
hours before it is ripe enough to pull. Up 
to that time it has no flavor whatever, and 
the reason so many cantaloupes are taste- 
less is because they are pulled while green. 
It will absorb the odor of any vegetable or 
animal substance that may happen to be 
hear it, such as the weed, the cucumber, the 
onion, Just as pop-corn is ruined by plant- 
ing it near sweet corn or the common va- 
riety. 

All cantaloupes are about the same size, 
though they differ in shape. ; 

They are shipped in crates—one size hold- 
ing 30 and one 4 melons.

In one 
letter he wrote me he guarantees that the 
first night I warble his product, he will 
bring three other friends with him, all 
song-writers, but he adds he would prefer 
me to sing the ditty first at a matinee as 
it would be cheaper for him than at an 
evening’s performance. He has, to use the 
language of ‘Pinafore,’ made my existence 
a condition of ‘never ending unrest,’ and 
I think some evening I'l sing the doleful 
dirge just to let the public know the ad- 
vanced stage of decomposition his compos- 
ition ig in; then I'll mail it back to him 
with advice to put the manuscript in chlor- 
ide of lime for a month or two.

a ARAH BERNHARDT,” a frank and 
startiing book, has just been issued 
in Paris. It was written by Jules 
Huret, dramatic editor of the Figaro. The 

introduction is by Edmond Rostand, au- 
thor of “Cyrano de Bergerac.’ It presents 

in a personal and unconventional way all 
the known incidents, eccentricities and ex- 
travegances in the career of the wonderful 

Frenchwoman from the time of her child- 

hood. The work is Ylustrated with many 

photographs and sketches representing her 
at all ages and in various aspects of her 
genius. 

‘Consideting its character, it is not aston- 

ishing that the book has been received al- 

most as a revelation, although the trage- 
dienne has been a prominent Parisian tg- 
ure for 3 years. 

Huréet has chosen to make his work al- 
Most’ exclusively a collection of what 
might be termed the “documents in ¢évi- 
dence,” and it is in these documents that 
the principal interest of the book lies. What 
is rather extraordinary is that this is the 
Grst complete volume that has ever been 
given {o the public concerning the great 
tragedienne and contains valuable data 
@bout the artist which, almost incredible 
as it may seem, has never before been pub- 
- Mahed, In spite of its documentary style, 
however, the book makes an interesting, in- 
tense, passionate story of difficulties and 
struggles, triumphs and downfalls, passions 
conquered and conquering, enemies van- 
quished and punished, and the heroine, still 
Valiant and triumphant, mocking at time 
Atself.

“At the end of the second verse of the 
‘Deux Pigeons,’ ”’ said Sarah, “Auber made 
a sign to me to approach. , 

- at is you who is called Sarah?’ 

‘Yes, sir.’ 

“ *You are a Jew?’ 

“ *By birth, sir, yes—but I have been bap- 
tized.’ 

“She has been baptized,” said Abner to 
the jury.. “It would have been a pity that 
such a pretty child should not have been. 

“You recited the ‘Deux Pigeons’ well; you 
will be admitted.” 

Beauvalliet said: 

“She will be a tragedienne.’ 

Regnier said: 

‘She will be a comedienne.”’ 

Provost put in: 

“She will be 
comedienne.” 

With Provost the young artist commenced 
her studies.. Huret continues the descrip- 
tion of Sarah's early successes and cre- 
ations. Finally an important part in her 
career is reached—the. success of ‘‘Le Pas- 
sant,’’ when the Odeon paid her the mag- 
nificent sum of $930. 

Sarah herself give es the description of her 
first interview With Dumas aine. 

“I remember it as if it were yesterday. 
I went to Dumas’ house, a maid opened the 
door and showea Me in to Dumas’ siuty. 
There he was in shirt sleeves, with a Wo- 
man leaning on his shoulder—the. famous 
Oceana, I had been told not to leave Du- 
mas without a letter allowing me to play 
the role of Anne Damby in his new piece 
The role had already been assigned, but 
no matter, I insisted. I remembered my in- 
structions. and I so worried Dumas that he 
finally gave me the desired authority to at 
least rehearse the role." 

With a particularly happy touch Huret 
gives an account of her various early ec- 
centricities. How she ordered her cof- 


both tragedienne and 


fin, an exquisite affair, in which she hid 
all of her love letters and amused herself 
by lying in state to analyze the sensations. 
How she was supposed to have thrown a 
little cat alive upon burning coals. How 
she poisoned two pet monkeys because they 
displeased her. How she cut off a dog's 
head to try and golve the problem of life 
after decapitation. How she possessed a 
skeleton supposed to be a viotim of ter 
wrath. How she had Russian rabbits, doz- 
ens of dogs, three cats, a parrot and cages 
of birds. Later even lions. 

As legend after legend was published con- 
cerning her, Sarah grew wrathful and final- 
ly sent the following letter to the Figaro: 

“Your kindness—for the artist urges me 
to invoke your indulgence for the woman. 
Adroit enemies thus Chrow me in the face 
of the public. 

“I am nervous at being unable to do 
nothing against such calumny. I enjoy 
mounting in‘a balloon. I no longer dare 
put my foot in one. FP never strangled dogs, 
never burnt eats; I am not tattooed, and 
the ‘redness’ of my cheeks resembles that 
of the dead. 

“My thinness is eccentric, but what can 
I do? I should muoh prefer to be a ‘de- 
lightful’ just to the point. 

“My ilinesses are considered ‘bad tem- 
per.’ So much the worse. for the world. 

“They reproach me for wishing to do do 
everything-—-theater, ‘sculpture, painting, 
but that amuses me and I make money, 
which I spend as I please." 

In his preface Edmond Rostand gives 
perhaps the most remarkable portrait of 
Sarah Bernnardt that. has. ever been 
penned, certainly the most sembilant pic- 
ture of her as her friends know her. 

“This woman is extraordinary,” writes 
‘Rostand, “and yet even in thus exclaiming 
one does not realize to what point one is 
epeaking the truth. And what a fashion 
she has of being both _esendary and mod- 
ern. She belongs to “the fairy tales—her 
golden hair—do not words become pearls 
and diamonds upon her lips? Has she not 
worn robes the colors of the seasons? § Is 
it not by her will that the immortal biue 


bird singe? She may follow an impresario, 


but she remains a star—fallen from the 
"Thousand and One Nights’—and always 
trembling about her a fragment—detach- 


ment from a mysterious realm. But even. 


if the enchanted castles of old have given 
place to Transatlantic steamers, and her 
chariot Is the wonderful wagons—marvels 
of ingenuity in which Sarah travels over 
new lands—even if it is by intelligence, in- 
dependence and intrepidity that the won- 
ders recounted of her to-day replace the 
miraculous inventions In the tales of yore, 
there is no fairy to protect the heroine 
save herself. She is her own godmother. 
No other magic wand owns she but her 
own will. And to guide her to traverse the 
singular events toward the apeotheose no 
other genius than her own. 

‘*The existence of Mme. Sarah Bernhardt 
constitutes perhaps the marvel. of the 
Nineteenth century. She will become the 
fable. Ah, when one’ wants to write the 
poem of these, ‘Tours of the World,’ that 
is to say, all the decorations, al) the per- 
sonages, the beautiful scenes, how she hae 
made the locomotives and the steamboats 
talk, has caused so many waves of the 
sea to move, conceived so Many gowns, 
caused to speak and to sing, and to hurl 
choire of the poets of savage lands, the 
kings, of exotic animals—it will need I do 
rot know what Homer—composed of @ 
Gautier, a Jules Verne, and a Rudyard 
Kipling.” 

Her quarrels with managers and actors, 
her outbursts of temper against imprudent 
rivais with repeated handslapping and 
horsewhipping episodes, her balloon ascen- 
sions, her flights and fugues, her retorts 
to critics, and the contemporaneous com- 
ments of the press are-all set forth with a 
delightful frankness. 

Restand’s appreciation of Sarah and his 
description of her activity are suffificiently 
characteristic and extraor@inary to war- 
rant translation. 

“All those voyages, those skies, those 
precious stories and flowers and embroider- 
ies, ali those millions and those Hons, those 
hundred and. twelve different parts she 
played, those $. trunks she took with her, 
that glory, those caprices, those carriages 
unharnessed by admirers, that crocodile of

Freckles and Blackhe:ds. 


A CONSTANT READER-—I don't think 
freckles can be cured. They are caused by 
pigmentary deposit in the secreting glands 
of the ekin. The action of the sun brings 
them to the surface. External preparations 
will fade them, and bleaches that remove 
the skin will also remove the freckle stain, 
but the freckles will return upon exposure 
to strong sunlight and wind. 


The only cure I know of for blackheads 
is the camel’s hair face-scrubbing brush 
with warm water and pure hygienic soap. 
Use the brush every night. Immeree it in 
warm water, rub the soap on it until you 
get a good iather, scrub the face, rinse 
thoroughly with clear warm water, then 
apply a gouod co:d cream or skin focd. All 
this should be done just before going to 
bed. If you have the correct brush it may 
make the face a little tender for a day 
or two. but rot longer.

A READER.—Peroxide of hydrogen, dl- 
luted half and half with water, will whiten 
the teeth if they are merely yellow. If 
they are disfigured by tartar you should 
have the spots removed by a dentist unless 
you choose to undertake the matter your- 
self. You can do this by the aid of an 
orange wood stick and a little pulverized 
pomice stone. Sharpen the orange stick to 
a flat point, dip it first into water and then 
into the powdered pumice stone. Rub the 
spots until they disappear. 

Tooth Powder—Precipitate chalk, 4 ounces; pow- 
dered orris root, 8 ounces; powdered camphor, 1 
ounce.

Even 
in Europe the cost of the perfume is so 
great that true violet in a pure state Is lit- 
tle used, a composition of orris root with 
other ingredients being commonly subst'- 
tuted. Recently the chemists have suc- 
ceeded In evolving in the laboratory an 
artificial violet perfume that is like the 
real. 

“The tuberose could be grown success- 
fully as a perfumery plant in Florida and 
some of the other Southern States. In the 
south of France it is cultivated on an ‘m- 
mense scale, its perfume being extrac .ed 
by the so-cailed ‘enflowering’ process. Tris 
pooees consists in placing the blossoms 
n contact with thin layers of grease spread 
on panes of glass in frames, the flowers 
being renewed from day te day. Fats of 
all sorts have a special affinity for per- 
fumes, and thus the grease takes up the 
oder from the blossoms, becoming at 
length saturated. Then the lard is steeped 
in alcohol, which has a still more pro- 
nounced affinity for perfumes, and it with- 
draws the odoriferous essential oil fron 

rease. Thus eau de cologne is made. 
perfume of jasmine is sald to be

“The teachings of the early fathers tell 
us that the Holy Ghost descended upon the 
disciples on Whit Sunday or Pentacost, and 
this constitutes another reason for the 
change. The observance of the Sunday or 
day of rest does not emanate from the 
natural law, which would indeed require us 
to worship the author of nature during 
parts of every day, rather during a whole 
day of every week. 

“There is no divine law which contmands 
us to commemorate Sunday. The obser- 
vance is purely of ecclesiastical orig'n, 
dating, however, from the time of the 
Aposties. But as we have no trace of the 
Sabbath being observed among the He- 
brews before the time of Moses we need not 
question the authority of the Aposties to 
sanctify Sunday and set it epart as the 
day on which we honor the resurrection of 
the Gon of God.

BATTLE OF PORT HUDSON 


From a Confederate Standpoint. 


The Mississippi, the old side-wheeler, as 
you designate her, in an apparent effort to 
make it appear that she did not amount to 
much as a vessel of war, anyway, though 
‘as @ matter of fact she was the second best 
vessel of Farragut’s fleet, requiring about 
350 seamen and marines to mand her, also 
eucceeding in stemming “‘the twistein the 
current,”’ and was rounding the bend in the 
river, following in the wake of the Hart- 
ford, and in ful] range of the upper Confed- 
erate batteries, when suddenly there was an 
awful hissing and frying of escaping steam, 
and in a few seconds elmost the entire 
vessel was hid from view by it, and she at 


once became unmanageable and. began to 


float down stream with the current. 

In a minute or two smoke and flames were 
issuing from her port holes and hatchways. 
In a few minutes more they had spread to 
her decks and rigging and as the flames 
reachéd the mounds"of shelis'on her decks 
they would explode similar to a bunch of 
firecrackers when ignited and thrown out 
upon the ground, scattering pieces of shell 
in every direction, and tearing away gun- 
wales, decks and everything else. The ves- 
sels in her rear about-faced and steamed 
down the river and out of danger as fast as 
possible. 

Thus did the United States man-of-war, 
the Mississippi, “the old side-wheeler,”’ drift 
down the river, with the flames from her 
burning decks reaching as high as the tall 
bluffs, until, when about twelve miles be- 
low Port Hudson, they reached and ex- 
ploded her magazine and—also, exploded, 
tor all time to come, all statements that she 
was abandoned by her crew after all efforts 
to get her off failed, aground in the twist 


of the current In the bend of the river upon 
a dangerous shoal near the opposite a 


half mile or more away. , 

Had this been the true condition, there 
would have beéh no necessity for such 
haste in leaving the vessel. While she was 
being “fired in four places to insure her de- 
struction” the boats could have been low- 
ered and most of the crew could have been 
saved, instead of being ordered “to save 
themselves as they could.” — 

..To remain on the vessel two or three 
minutes and live was impossible. Hence, 
the hasty order to the crew “to save them- 

@liyes as they could.” To jump into a 
cold,~etrong current made rough by the 
action of the vessels and swim to the op- 
posite shores,nearly a mile away, and live, 
was almost impossible. Hence but few sur- 
vived. Re 

Even Capt. Smith and Lieut. Dewey were 
compelled to jump, ‘“#lmost instantly, into 
the river and swim fdr their lives. 

When the Mississippi ¢ame out from un- 
der the bluf’ and was rounding the bend 
she was brought in full range of the upper 
batteries, and it was the use Of solid, red- 
hot shot by the three 44-pounders, which 
pierced her decks, struck her machinery 
and bursted, penetrated her inside timbers

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shell they had to be towed to dry docks 
for repairs. The casualities on the Con- 
federate side, like Dewey’s at Manila, were 
none killed and only five slightly wounded— 
all of them belonging to the water battery 
under the bluff and wounded by the burst- 
ing of one of their own guns. 

Thus were Lieut. Dewey and his crew 
given an experience in naval warfare by 
the Confederate gunners at Port Hudson 
simflar to that given the Spaniards by his 
gunners at Manila Bay 35 years afterward. 

Now, as to where and how I obtained my 
information in regard to this particular 
event: I was Captain of Company C, First 
Regiment, Mississippi Volunteer Infantry, 
which went to Port Hudson in December, 
1862, and remained there until the surrender 
of that place, July 9 following. 

In order to get a full view of the bat- 
tle between the fleet and our batteries, I 
went to the Dluff and took position about 
100 yards from and above the upper battery, 
from which point I had a panoramic view 
of the whole scene, And what a scene! 
How grandly terrible and enchanting! No 
one can adequately describe it. Language 
and pen, paint and brush, thongh in the 
hands of masters, would fail utterly. 

I do not make this correction for the pur- 
pose of detracting anything from the credit 
of the gallant Lieut. Dewey, but that jus- 
tice may; be done and that the destruction 
of the MisBissipp! be accredited to the prop- 
er source—the Confederate guns at Port 
Hudson.

Some of the Pyrotechnic Won- 
ders That Came 


With War. 


Fourth of July fireworks of 1899 


will be right up to date. There will 
be “Klondike Fountains,” “X-Ray 
Photographs,” “Old Harry’s Visiting Cards” 
and ‘Money to Burns.” There will be 

“Chrysanthemums,” which make an in- 
tensely brilliant light, and deep, scintillat- 
ing forms resembling the flowers from 
which they take their name; “Brilliant 
Stars” with a bright, hissing effect,. and 
throwing out myriads of electrical stars; 
“Sparkling Bombs,” which begin with a 
zephyr-like whistle and go out with ¢@ 13- 
inch gun report; “Surprise boxes,” with 
a quick discharge of stars which go snap- 
ping and twisting aimlessly in midair; 
“Silver Vesuviuses,” with a lasting and 
beautiful effect of spin-fires; “American 
(Mandarins,” with a combination of squib 
reports and detonating salutes resembiing 
the rapid fire of a gatling gun, and “Floral 
Bombshells,” showing in the fire ell the 
prismatic colors in variegateda stars, which 
faH precipitately in a shower of golden 
rain from the bombshell when it bursts 
high in the air 

In boxes filled with getraw ere to be 
found little canes, labeled ‘“‘Snake-in-the- 
Grass.” They are placed on the ground 
and a light applied to their apex. In a 
few seconds a miniature snake, with fangs 
intact, rises phenix-like from the ashes 
and hisses in a manner most spiteful. 

“Candy Rosette Wheels” consist of a spin- 
ning wheel which, after it has been fired, 
leaves a cane of candy whose value would 
be assessed by any reputable dealer in 
sweetmeats at, at least, one cent./In. the 
“X-Ray Photographs,” after the fuse is set 
afire, the cover of the camera will disap- 
pear as if by magic and reveal your picture 
in an excellent likeness of a distinguished 
scion of Balaam’s ass. 

The “Humming Fire-Tops” ere conceded 
to be a great novelty. They consist of 
wooden tops surmounted by driving fire- 
works which make them spin with great 
velocity. 

Then there are “dragon tongues.” After 
the fuse has been lighted, the cover of the 
den disappears without leaving elther ashes 
or smoke. Then the dragon appears on the 
scene and extends his tongue in a menacing 
manner. 

“Old Harry’s visiting cards” are made of 
white “‘magic” paper, with His Satanic 
Majesty’s cognomen imprinted. on one sur- 
face. As soon ag ignited they mysteriously 
vanish, leaving no trace whatever. 
The “‘money-to-burns” are on the same 
principle, only they are made up as a fac- 
simile of a $10 Confederate note and come 
put up in pocketbooks. 

“Look out for the etick!"”’ will be the pop- 
ular cry on the night of the glorious 
Fourth. The rockets this year will be as 
varied as they are numerous. 

In addition to the usual short-stick rock- 
ets there will be “tri-color union candles,” 
emitting balls, which, while in the air, di- 
vide into three brilliant red, white and blue 
stars; “parachute rockets,” discharging at 
a great height floating stars of large cali- 
ber, suspended from parachutes, which 
float a long distance and change color be- 
fore disappearing: “‘prismatic dragon rock- 
ets,” displaying at an altitude of 300 feet 
a swarm of dragon-like serpents, with ver- 
milion-hued bodies, which change and in- 
terchange in their winding courses till they 
gradually fade away in the distance. 

Amid the clouds the “cascade rockets’’ 
display a broad, swelling spread of liquid 
gold in streamers of glittering radiance 
with feathery edges, which gradually dis- 
solves in a lasting cloud of sparkling mist. 
The “‘peacock plumes rockets” rise like an 
Eiffel Tower of fire to a great height, and 
with a terrific explosion form a gorgeous 
veil of feathery plumes, embellished with 
topaz and emerald comets. 

The designers of the set pieces will have 
plenty of opportunities to display their art 
on the coming Fourth. Patriotic designs 
will be in demand and many of the firms 
have on hand already a number of repro- 
ductions of the Maine and pyrotechnical 
photographs of naval and war heroes. They 
are made in all sizes and, though they vary 
in price, are for the most part expensive. 


REVELATIONS OF A 
WATER SPYGLASS. 


‘ MAREED improvement has been in- 


troduced by the English in the form 

of the submarine spyglass used in 
Bermuda for viewing those wonderful 
flower gardens of coral and the other 
strange and beautiful things that Me be- 
neath the waves which roll and tumble ever 
its fasnous reefs. 

In the native form ¢his instrument, com- 
monly called the “‘water-glass,” is simply a 
equare funne!] of wood, with a pane of glass 
closing the smaller end. This closed end 
is lowered into the water, the open top re- 
maining above the surface, the object be- 
ing te avoid the blur caused by the rip- 
ples. 

The tmprovement consists in exactly re- 
versing this arrangement by leaving the 
small end of the box open and closing the 
other with a much larger gheet of glass. 
If this becornes misted it can be cleared 
merely by running a little water over it. 
The whole thing is about two feet in length. 

Though the glass is not a lens, but per- 
fectly plain, the effect is said to be simply 
magical. When it is thrust under the sur- 
face it cuts right through the glimmering 
vell which had obscured one of the most 
fascinating scenes to be seen anywhere on 
earth. With this apparatus it is possibile 
in those clear, tropical seas to look down 
to a depth of many fathoms. Photographs 
even may be taken through it. 

As to what one sees there, probably the 
best description ever written is that given 
by Julia Dorr. 

She had been rowed out among the reefs 
and was spying into their mysteries, gazing 
“far down into the assure, and amber 
depths, #0 translucent, so pure, that the 
minutest object is distinctly visible.”’ 

She saw ‘great sea fans wave their pur- 
ple branches, swaying to the swell as pine 
boughs sway to the breeze. Magnificent 
Sprays of star-coral—some as fine and deli- 
cate as lacework, and so frail that it would 
be impossible to remove them from their 
beds, and some like the strong antlers of 
some forest monarch—grow upon the sides 
of the deep-sea mountains, Here the shelf- 
coral hangs from the rocks like an inverted 
mushroom, delicately wrought, and the 
rose-coral unfoldg: like @ fair flower.” 

Nor were the corals “There are star- 
fish, sea-urchins and s6é@ anemnones—gor-

STOCK OF GERMS. 


Enough to Kill a Million Peo- 
ple Stored in Closets. 


adelphia, there is a collection of 

germs which would spread death 
and disease broadcast through the city 
were they allowed to escape from behind 
their glassy prison bars. 

There is no other collection in the world 
like these cabinets of death standing in the 
sunny yet grewsome laboratory. 

Disease in its most malignant form is 
rampant on all sides. The men are sur- 
rounded by the most deadly ailments which 
affect humanity, but, protected from these 
virulent ills because the vigorous germs are 
confined securely in glass tubes, they work 
on as if unconscious of danger and as 
though thousands of miles separated them 
from the nearest case of Asiatic cholera, 

Dr. Rosenberg said: 

“We have enough germs in these closets 
to kill a million people if they were allowed 
to float around in the atmosphere.” 

He opened one of the closet doors for 
the sixtieth part ofa second. The odor was 
so strong that a window had to be ele 
vated. 

“Those germs are known as non-disease 
bearing. They are gathered from the at- 
mosphere and are simply evidences of cor- 
ruption. But they are absolutely harmless, 
and that strange odor will not cause any 
trouble.’’ 

Turning to another closet, 
said: 

**Every germ in this closet represents some 
contagious disease. Some of them are 
fatal. Here is a culture of the bacillus of 
yellow fever, and there is one of anthrax.” 
And then stepping over to one of the incu- 
bators he took therefrom two glass tubes, 
in one of which there was a light-yellow 
substance, and in the other was a material 
also yellow, but of a much darker shade. 

“In the first of these,’’ he continued, “is 
a culture of tuberculosis germs not more 
than two months old. The second contains 
germs of the same disease about four 
months old. We can only maintain this 
culture by the use of the incubator, but 
it is not quite as vigorous as those over in 
the closet. 

“In many of the contagious diseases 
germs are not obtainable until after the 
sufferer has passed away and the post- 
mortem has been performed. Then with 
a long platinum wire we reach diseased 
portions of the body and withdraw it with 
germs clinging to the instrument. This is 
then plunged into agar agar, a substance 
taken from a Japanese weed, which is used 
as a culture medium The germ thrives 
in that and continues to grow, if it is of 
the vigorous kind, for three or four months, 
when if we desire to retain it reinoculation 
of the tube is necessary. In cases of diph- 
theria we obtain the germs sometimes from 


the throat of the patient.’
